NEW YORK, May 8—Former 
President Harry S. Truman 
called on President Eisenhower 
tonight to defend his office 
against the encroachments of 
Congress and ward off “the 
threat of iegislative dictator- 
ship.” 

In an address studded with 

historical examples, he warned 
his suctessor that he must be 
“master in his own house” if he. 
is to carry out the duties and 
responsibilities of the chief ex- 
ecutive to the people. 
The nation today, Truman 
said, is obsessed with a hysteri- 
cal fear of Communism 
some politicians have played 
upon that fear as “an easy way 
to influence votes.” He men- 
tioned no names. 

The former President empha- 
sized that the power of Congress 
is not unlimited and reminded 
President Eisenhower that con- 
trol of the Army is the job of 
the executive branch of govern- 
ment. He did not refer specifi- 
cally to the current Army-Mc- 
Carthy hearing.

GOVERNMENT report

facturing corporations’ 

profits after taxes in 1953 

were 6 per cent higher than 
in 1952. 

The report, from the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission and 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, said the profits 
last year totaled $11,300,000,- 
000 after. taxes. This ‘com- 
pared with $10,700,000)00 in 
1952 and with $11,900,000,000 
in 1951 ‘ 


Manufacturing corporations 
last year set aside $13,100,- 
000,000 for federal taxes, com- 
pared with $12,200,000,000 in 
1952 and with $15,600,000,000 
in 1951. 

The report said that manu- 
facturing corporations had 
profits in 1953, after taxes, 
of 4.3. per cent on each dollar 
of sales. That was the same 
asin 1952 bujghalf a cent less 
than in 1951. 

Fourth - quarter profits of 
manufacturing corporations 
in .1953 were lower than 
third-quarter profits and were 
also less than profits in the 
fourth quarter of 1952. 


PHYSICISTS SHIFT 
ELECTRONS, DRIVE 
SPACE INTO ATOM 


BERKELEY, Calif. May 8 
‘(AP)—Two University of Cali- 
fornia scientists announced to- 
day they had driven a space 
part way through an atom. 

The space was an electron, 
which in this case was simply 
the absence of an _ electrical 
charge where one should be. 
They moved this blank space 
from one orbit to another 
around the nucleus of a ger- 
manium atom. 

This feat was achieved by 
Prof. Charles Kittel and Prof. 
A. F. Kip of the physics depart- 
ment, 

Normally electrons moving 
around the germanium nucleus 
each occupy a separate orbit, 
like the planets around the sun. 
Whenever sufficient enregy is 
applied to or taken away from 
one of these electrons it may 
jump from one orbit to another. 
Thus a hole or vacancy in the 
orbit is left. | ; 

When this happens another 
electron having the proper en- 
ergy to fit the vacated orbit 
jumps in and fills this space. 
In so doing it vacates another 
orbit. 

By applying magnetic and 
electrical forces * the experi- 
menters were able to move the 
space progressivély, something 
like an orderly game of musical 
chairs. The hole was moved 
this way from an outer to an 
inner orbit.

Scrutiny of Building Dept. 

The Building Department is 
ane that: should be put under 
the microscope, the investigators 
stated in no uncertain terms. 

“Over a long period of time 
this department has exerted an 
independence which is incom- 
patible with the co-operation 
required by the instructional 
service in its concern for better 
educational standards,” they as- 
serted. 

The Building Department has 
a budget of approximately $5.,- 
000,000 out of a total school 
system of appropriation of $25,- 
000,000. Without reaching any 
final conclusion, the analysts 
said there are indications that 
too much money is being allo-. 
cated to maintenance. 

In a nine-year period when 
enrollment in the schools re- 
maifed virtually unchanged and 
the number of schools acttally 
was reduced from 184 to 168, 
Building Department expendi- 
tures for maintenance shot up 
156 per cent and operating sal- 
aries and expenses increased 81 
per cent, it was found. 

Expenditures for maintenance, 
including contract work, salar- 
ies, supplies and expenses, were 
$754,180 in 1944-45 and $1,932,- 
630 in 1952-53. Operating sal- 
aries and expenses (for custodi- 
ans, matrons, etc.) during this 
period increased from $1,307,- 
844 to $2,370,945. The mainte- 
nance staff added 154 workers

| Howard I. Young, a leading 
|St. Louis industrialist and min- 
ing authority, told the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday he does not 
think ioss of Southeast Asia 
would seriously affect the de- 
fense potential of the western 
powers. 

Young, president of the Amer- 
ican Zinc, Lead & Smelting Co., 
while recognizing that some im- 
portant metals, notably tin, 
come from Southeast Asia, now 
seemingly threatened with Com- 
munist domination, believes that 
reports of the impending death 
of American industry are great- 
ly exaggerated. 

“The pessimists overlook one 
of our greatest natural re- 
sources—the almost unbeliev- 
able ingenuity of the American 
engineer,” Young told the Post- 
Dispatch in an interview. 

Developing New Resources 

“Work is going ahead rapidly 
in many fields toward develop- 


extremely hard, heat-resistant 


of * bout 174,000 tons, about 
57,000 are obtained in Malaya, 
32,000 in Indonesia, 31,000 in 
Bolivia, 14,000 in the Belgian 
Congo, 10,000 in Thailand, 8000 
in Nigeria and 8000 in Russia.

Young said a $60,000,000 man- 
ganese project in South Amer- 
ica recently ‘was begun and, 
more significantly, that fairly 
good ores have been found in 
southeast Canada. The United 
States now produces only 7 per 
cent of its requirements, but 
many sections of the country 
have large quantities of low 
grade ore, he added. . 

“In my estimation,” Young 
said, one of the big projects for 
our scientists and engineers is 
to learn how to process these 
ores economically—and that 
goes for bauxite, too. The Gov- 
ernment could well afford to 
subsidize this research.” 

Tungsten, which has a wide 
variety of uses in addition to 
steel production, has its major 
source in China, which produces 
about 12,000 of the world an- 
nual tonnage of 30,000. Yoting 
pointed out, however, that ‘the 
United States is second largest 
producer, with 5000 tons, and 
that ample supplies now are 
being received from South Ko- 
rea, Canada and Spain and 
South America.

IT IS DIFFICULT to predict the spill- 
over in Europe.

The break-up of the North Atlantic Treaty 


Organization could follow. Radford con- 
siders all these as possibilities, but none 
of them as foregone conclusions. 

“Communist control of Southeast 
Asia,” he said, “would constitute a 
threat to India, Australia, New Zea- 
land, the Philippines, and indeed to the 
entire Western Pacific area, including 
the so-called off-shore island chain. Its 
repercussions on the political and eco- 
nomic situations in other parts of the 
world, particularily in Europe, are 
almost beyond calculation.” 

In the Joint Chiefs of Staff, it is re- 
ported that while Radford felt action 
should be taken, the three other members 
who are the chiefs of the three services, 
did not agree with him.. Admiral Robert 
B. Carney, Chief of Naval Operations, did 
not believe that, considering the distances 
involved from the carriers to Dien Bien 
Phu and the fact that.no personnel were 
available to vector carrier. aircraft on the 
enemy, intervention by naval aircraft 
would be effective. He did not like the 
idea of failure from use of naval air. 

He also had to consider that his carriers 
were under the guns of a big Chinese 
airbase being completed on Hainan island 
and two large basis in South China. 

General Nathan F. Twining, Chief of 
Staff of the Air Force, knew that there 
were only three fields from which he 
could operate and none of these were 
ready, nor could they be. gotten ready in 
time to save the situation.

PRESIDENT EISENHOWER and Secre- 
tary of State John Foster Dulles came -to 
the conclusion that the danger was real 
and that the United States should not put 
itself in such a position, as it would have

It can be seen that the arguments on 
the one side, sparked by Admiral Radford, 
looked most seriously at the strategic im- 
portance of Southeast Asia and the dire 
results that could follow from its loss, 
while @he arguments on the other side 
were practical ones. Could intervention 
by air and naval power alone succeed? 
Would ground forces ultimately be neces- 
sary? Would not the war be enlarged 
inevitably to. fhclude China and could it 
be stopped there? Would not the natives 
reject us as imperialist overlords? 


It would be unjust to characterize 
Radford as trying to push United States 
into war, as has been done. He agrees, 
however, with Dulles’s statement of 
March 29 that the “risks are far less 
than those that will face us a few years 
from now, if we dare not be resolute 
teday.”

By March 29 Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles, advised by Radford, said: 
“The United. States feels that the possi- 
bility (the imposition on Southeast Asia 
of Communism) should not be passively 
accepted, but should be met by united 
action. This might involve serious risks. 
But these risks are far less than those 
that will face us a few years from now, 
if we dare not be resolute today.” 

On Friday, after the fall of Dien Bien 
Phu, Dulles said in regard to collective 
defense, that “this may involve serious 
commitments by us all. But free peoples 
will never remain free unless they are 
willing to fight for their vital interests.” 

The policy adopted now is one of united 
action. This is supposed to associate 
Asian nations with the West in the de- 
fense of Indochina against Communist ag- 
gression and thus take away the curse of 
colonialism. But united action is far from 
becoming a reality, as Dulles admitted in 
referring to the complexities of the situ- 
ation, 

The whole question of American inter- 
vention to restore the situation in Indo- 
china may be up again soon for decision. 
The National Security Council has adopt- 
ed as a policy the statement that the free 
world cannot afford to allow Southeast 
Asia to come under Cemmunist domina- 
tion,. It. is now faced with the decision 
as to what action must be taken, what 
methods and means must be employed, to 
make this policy valid.

THE SURPRISE of the meeting came 
on Thursday. It was the vehemence of the 
attacks on the conduct of. American for- 
eign policy by President Eisenhower and 
Secretary of State Dulles before and dur- 
ing the Geneva conference. The caustic 
criticism began in panel discussions led by 
Senators Guy M. Gillette of Iowa and 
Theodore Green of Rhode Island, both 
members of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee and reached its climax in speeches 
at the over-flow $100-a-plate Jefferson- 
Jackson Day dinner by former President 
Truman, and by Senate Minority Leader 
Lyndon Johnson and former Speaker Sam 
Rayburn, both of Texas. 

The unexpected barrage of censure, 
which included such barbed descrip- 
tions of Republican actions as “insults 
to our allies and friends,” “caught biuff- 
ing by our enemies” and “dismal series 
of reversals” foreshadowed even stronger 
language in the coming campaign. 

The criticism could lead to # collapse of 
the bipartisan foreign policy. The temper 
displayed Thursday clearly indicated that 
congressional leaders are disappointed and 


disheartened because President Eisen- 
hower and Secretary Dulles have not con- 
sulted with them before making‘ major dip- 
lomatic moves and have not continued the 
bipartisan co-operation that the late Re- 
publican Senator Arthur Vandenberg and 
former Democratic Senator Tom Connally 
developed over the years in helping to 
formulate policy as well as getting bi- 
partisan support for what had been done. 

Until the Thursday evening dinner, the 
indications had been that Democratic cam- 
paigners would concentrate on domestic 
issues and personalities and leave world 
affairs out of their political calculations. 
It now appears that President Eisenhower 
and his Secretary of State will be part of 
the partisan criticism of “lack of leader- 
ship” and “failure of the Eisenhower Cru- 
sade.” 

The general lines of the Democratic 
strategy have been clear for some time. 
Since the Democrats have 215 House mem- 
bers to 219 for the Republicans and have 
an actual majority of 48 Senators to the 
Republicans’ 47, only a slight change in 
the voting percentage of 1952 would give 
them a substantial majority in the House 
and might given them a working major- 
ity of two or three in the Senate, al- 
though more Democratic Senate seats are 
in contest this year than Republican. The 
Democratic statisticians are always care- 
ful to emphasize that candidate Eisen- 
hower carried 290 congressional districts 
while the party won only 221 House seats. 
That is one reason why the party leaders 
have been reluctant to attack Mr. Eisen- 
hower personally. | 

This may change. Vice Chairman Clay- 
ton Fritchey told the open session of the 
National Committee that the President is 
“still a likeable and popular figure but 
he is not the inspirational figure he was 
a year ago.” 

Because they have no national leader to 
support in the coming election, as they did 
when RBresidents Roosevelt and Truman 
were in the White House and when Gov, 
Adlai Stevenson was the 1952 candidate, 
the Democratic candidates for the House 
and Senate will be much more on their 
own this year. The Democratic National 
Committee, of course, is trying*to get back 
to the Roosevelt-Truman formula of re- 
uniting the South and West to the big-city 
Democratic .vote, but this year the first 
objective is to regain control of Congress.

Temporary Reassurance 


Secretary Dulles Friday night reassured many 
Americans who had feared that the fall of Dien 
Bien Phu might bring pressure for immediate 
military intervention in Indochina. Mr. Dulles 
said the present conditions there “do not pro- 
vide a suitable basis” for the use of American 
armed forces. 

The possibility of future intervention, how- 
ever, still exists. Mr. Dulles went on to Say 
that if the Geneva conference fails to produce 
an Indochina peace—or if it produces the wrong 
kind of peace—then “the need will be even 
more urgent to create the conditions for united 
action in the defense of the area.” 

He made it clear that this united action 
“might involve the use of armed force.” But 
he attached two conditions which offer assur- 
ance against precipitate action by the Execu- 
tive branch. He promised that no military ac- 
tion would be taken “without the support of 
Congress,” and he promised that none would be 
taken without “an adequate collective effort” by 
other nations concerned in Southeast Asia. 

Offering thus at least a temporary surcease 
from the danger of expanded war in Southeast 
Asia, Mr. Dulles nonetheless indicated that his 
basic approach to the problem of that area has 
not changed. He reiterated the stand he took 
on March 29, in the speech which so alarmed 
our allies that Mr. Dulles flew to London and 
Paris to explain it.

In St. Louis last September, Mr. Dulles had 
warned that Chinese ‘aggression in Indochina 
would result in consequences that might not 
be confined to that land. In New York on March 
29, noting that the Chinese had stopped short 
of open aggression, he went one step farther 
by saying that “the imposition on Southeast 
Asia of (Communism) by whatever means would 
be a grave threat to the whole free community 

. to be met by united action.” 

The phrase “by whatever means” appeared to 
imply that the same sort of military action that 
ould be appropriate to resist open Communist 
aggression (as in Korea) would also be appro- 
priate to put down native rebellions supported 
by the Communists, as in Indochina. 

This would be a dangerous rule to follow, for 
it could commit us in some cases to the use 
of military force in violation of the right of self- 
determination which all peoples, under the U.N. 
charter and eur own political philosophy, are en- 
titled to enjoy. 

It was to defend the right of self-determina- 
tion that the United States used military force 
to repel aggression in Korea, but the same 
principle deprives us of the right to enter the 
Indochina war on the side of a colonial power 
ranged against a popularly supported liberation 
movement. 

. * - 

It is of the highest importance, therefore, 
that any collective defense of Southeast Asia 
which the United States joins should, in Mr. 
Dulles’s words, “recognize fully the aspirations 
and cultures of the Asian peoples.” We can 
proceed only as far and as fast as the peoples 
of that area themselves are willing to go. We 
would be wise, also, not to expect military solu- 
tions for all Asian problems. 

Indonesia is perhaps the richest prize of the 
whole Southeast Asian area, and yet Mr. Dulles 
never includes Indonesia as a possible member 
of the NATO-type pact. At the same time Indo- 
nesia has one of the strongest Communist move- 
ments among all the nations in the area. 

If a defense pact would solve the problem 
of Communism in Asia, then it ought to be 
applied to Indonesia above all. When Mr. Dulles 
skips over that land, he is implicitly acknowl- 
edging that a security pact which organizes de- 
fenses against external aggression will not meet 
the problem of internal Communist rebellions. 

That is why a security pact alone should not 
be expected to do the whole job of safeguarding 
Asia from Communist threats. Our policy should 
also look to the creation of conditions in which 
Communist-inspired rebellion cannot flourish. 

The security pact and other long-term de- 
fenses against Communism in Asia, however; 
are for the future. For the present the key 
to the problem is the Geneva conference, where 
talks on Indochina have gotten under way. May 
that conference open the door to a peace which 
forecloses any possibility of expanded warfare 
in Asia! 
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Home for the Truman Papers 

Current rivalry for housing the Truman papers 
involves Columbia, Kansas City and Grandview, 
and Mr. Truman is -still thinking it over. 
Right now Mr. Truman's papers—some 3,000,- 
000 of them—are locked in 1600 filing cabinets 
in the Jackson County Courthouse in Kansas 
City. The records contain the story of Potsdam, 
the Marshall plan and Truman doctrine and 
other items which will be useful to historians, 
scholars and the public for centuries to come. 

Mr. Truman's first inclination was to estab- 
lish a Truman library on the old family home- 
stead at Grandview, south of Kansas City. The 
Truman library trustees have raised about a 
million dollars for a building. 

Grandview is, however, removed from the 
kind of scholarly attention which these papers 
will naturally attract. The Kansas City Star has 
pointed out the advantages of placing the Tru- 
man collection on the campus of Kansas City 
University, which can offer the Snyder collec- 
tion of 15,000 papers and books on the Old West. 

From that standpoint, the University of Mis- 
souri offers even more advantages. On the 
Columbia campus are the big university library, 
the State. Historical Society Library and the 
remarkable Westérn Historical Manuscripts Col- 
lection, containing 750 collections totaling 
700,000 items, which attract scholars daily. The 
central location is of benefit to the whole state. 

Missouri’s ex-President is, of course, a man 
well known for making his own decisions. Mr. 
Truman is also known for his sense of history 
and feeling for his state. The University of 
Missouri’s invitation offers service to both. 
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A New Librarian of Congress 

President Eisennower has made what ought 
to be an excellent choice for the new Librarian 
of Congress in Lawrence Quincy Mumford, an 
official of the Cleveland’ Public Library since 
1945 and librarian there beginning in 1950. That 
Mr. Mumford stands high in his important pro- 
fession is clear 4rom the fact that he is now 


president-elect of the American Library Asso-° 


ciation. He should be a worthy keeper of the 
great cultural heritage of books and documents 


in Washington in the line of succession which , 


includes Herbert Putnam, Archibald MacLeish 
and Luther Evans. 

It takes nothing from the President’ s nomina- 
tion of Mr. Mumford to note that the chief as- 
sistant librarian of the Library of Congress, 
Vernan Warren Clapp, also would have been a 
splendid choice. Mr. Clapp went to the Library 
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of Congress in 1933, and has moved up through 
the ranks to his present high position. Many 
times he has served as the ranking official in 
the library and since Mr. Evans resigned last 
summer to become director of UNESCO, Mr. 
Clapp has. been the fanctioning librarian. 

Librarian Mumford will be fortunate to have 
as his chief assistant a librarian so able that he 
was also professionally recommended for the 
distinguished post that Mr. Mumford himself 
has now received by presidential choice.

What a cast! The Army-McCarthy hearings 
may have their shortcomings as statecraft, but 
as stagecraft they are new, raw and explosive. 

From the standpoint of dramatic literature, 
they are overwritten. From the standpoint of 
dramatic direction, they are overwrought. But 
the net effect is elemental, like a _ tidied-up 
Mickey Spillane who'd-a+thunk-it. Except for the 
absence of elephants, dancing girls and super- 
numeraries, it is as colossally ham as though 
Cecil B. DeMille had spent two and a half years 
in the making. And no other cast will ever play 
it, for no other cast ever could. 

Its characters run the whole range of veri- 
similitude. There is John J, Lucas Jr., Mr. Stev- 
ens’s appointments secretary, who is the inevi- 
table clerk, anxious, miserable on the stand, the 
furrows on his forehead as carefully knotted as 
his tie, unable to extricate a single big fact from 
the minute reservations that moor it in his mind. 

There is the Army’s special counsel, Joseph 
N. Welch, Esq., straight out of John P. Mar- 
quand: reserved, unruffled, soberly dressed, with 
a light, dry wit on his tongue; his metier is the 
plausible. 

There are the incredible Senator McCarthy 
and his chief counsel, Roy M. Cohn, of whom it 
can be as truly said as Clifton Fadiman said of 
Oscar Levant, that if they did not exist they 
could not be imagined. McCarthy, sinisterly 5- 
o’clock-shadowed, his eyes menacingly hooded, 
his almost toneless voice coming out of lips 
nearly as motionless as a ventriloquist’s, a wor- 
ried rustling: “Mr. Chairman, Mr. Chairman, a 
point of order... . ” Cohn, sloe-eyed and pout- 
mouthed, with the face of a pampered prodigy 
in repose—or, amused, smiling the loose, empty 
smile of a patted puppy—his voice cold and dis- 
dainful. 

These characters evoke parts of this big coun- 
try of ours, with its brogues and mannerisms: if 
Cohn is a prototype of the city slicker, the com- 
mittee’s chief counsel, Ray H. Jenkins of Knox- 
ville, Tenn., is a prototype of the country slicker 
from the hills. And as Army Secretary Stevens, 
to the factory born, epitomizes the business cul- 
ture, so do Senator Dworshak the Congressional 
culture and Gen. Reber the bureaucratic culture. 
Their voices range from Senator McClellan’s 
deep, snake-whip drawl to Mr. Jenkins’s more 
thickly Southern sonorousness and Senator 
Dirksen’s velvet fog. 

It all adds up to something that is pretty bad 
as art, but very entertaining as life. New York 
couldn't do it. Hollywood couldn’t do it. It 
couldn't be done anywhere but where Sunset 
Boulevard and Broadway meet Pennsylvania ave- 
nue—Washington, D.C., the capital of Illusion. 
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Grass Fire to End a Medical Evil 

Reputable Iowa doctors have good reason to 
want to comply with a request that they sub- 
mit their financial records to audit by cer- 
tified public accountants. Only so can they 
disassociate themselves from the unethical mi- 
nority of physicians in their state who have been 
engaging in the practice of fée-splitting. Fee- 
splitting is the sharing of the patient’s fee by 
a surgeon with thé referring physician. It is 
branded as unethical by the American College 
of Surgeons. 

The move for financial audits started in Iowa 
because that state is “a long-time trouble spot,” 
according to the American College of Surgeons, 
which called for the audits at the request of 16 
Iowa members. Surgeons who refuse to submit 
to audit will be allowed to resign from ‘the 
organization or will be ousted. 

A prediction that the move will “spread like 
a grass fire’ to other states is made by Dr. 
Evarts A. Graham, chairman of the’ board of 
the American College of Surgeons and pro- 
fessor emeritus of surgery at Washington Uni- 
versity. It _is a healthy development aimed at 
the protection of the patient, improvement of 
the medical profession, and betterment of rela- 
tions between doctors and patients. 
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A Fine, Nervy Girl 

A bright new chapter of women’s tender 
heroism in warfare was written at Dien Bien 
Phu. A French girl in her 20s was the only 
woman among the thousands of men there. 
Genevieve De Galard Terraube, daugher of 
a Parisian countess and nurse in the French 
Air Force, flew to the beleaguered fortress 
March 27 to look over the needs of the wounded. 
She intended to fly out again the next day, but 
her helicopter was destroyed by Vietminh ar- 
tillery, and other aircraft were unable to come 
to her rescue. 

Day and night since, she tended the wounded. 
The French had vainly appealed for a truce 


to evacuate their casualties, and 800-to 1000 


wounded were crowded in underground shel- 
ters: smooth-cheeked youths from St. Cyr, 
France’s West Point;. bearded Germans of the 
Foreign Legion; black Senegalese from Africa; 
little Annamese of Indochina. An Associated 
Press photograph showed the nurse standing in 
the desolate grounds of the fortress smiling into 
the camera as serenely as though she were a 
thousand miles from war. 

A few days ago she was made a knight of the 
Legion of Honor. Still more recently she was 
decorated with the Military Medal. Both deco- 
rations were parachuted in by the French Air 
Force and pinned on the little nurse by Gen. 
De Castries, the commanding officer. 

Like Lt. Beulah Greenwalt, the United States 
Army nurse on Bataan and Corregidor, who 
tended the wounded under fire, and was the 
“Peggy” of W. L. White’s book, “They Were Ex- 
pendable,” Genevieve De Galard Terraube exem- 
plified at Dien Bien Phu the calm bravery to 
which women can rise. Of this French Air Force 
nurse it can surely be said as warmly as it was 
said of “Peggy”: 

“A fine, nervy girl to have in a war.”

WASHINGTON. 

The irony of American policy in 
Indochina is that officials in Washing- 
ton are now longing for the kind of 
solution they had the power to impose 
10 years ago. 

Outside of Adm. Radford and perhaps 
Vice President Nixon they are not pre- 
pared to fight for a military solution. 
They are afraid of partition (though 
that’s probably what they’re going to 
get) and even more afraid of a.coalition 
government that would include the 
Communists. 

Accordingly they 
are searching for 
any solution § that 
would help to cre- 
ate a strong and in- 
dependent national 
state capable of de- 
nying the peninsu- 
la to the Commu- 
nists. 

They are even 
discussing the pos- 
sibility of placing 
Indochina under in- , 
ternational trustee: 
ship, which is pre- Ho £hi Minh 
cisely what Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt proposed 
during the second World War. 

“I saw (Lord) Halifax (the British 
Ambassador) 10 days ago,” Mr. Roose- 
velt wrote ‘to his Seeretary of State, 
Cordell Hull, on Jan. 24, 1944, “and told 
him quite frankly that . Indochina 
should not go back to France but that 
it should be administered by an inter- 
national trusteeship. 

“France has .had the country—30,- 
000,000 inhabitants — for nearly 100 
years, and the people are worse off than 
they were at the beginning.” 


Mr. Roosevelt on Colonialism 


It was clear to President Roosevelt, 
even then, that violent rebellion could 
be avoided in that peninsula only if the 
Western powers identified themselves 
with the desires of the native popula- 
tion for unequivocal independence. Ac- 
cordingly he was determined not to get 
the United States identified in any way 
with colonialism of the prewar period. 


“T see no reason to play in with the 
British Foreign Office in this matter 
(Indochina),” he wrote to Mr. Hull. 
“The only reason they seem to oppose 
it is that they fear the effect it would 
have on their own possessions and those 
of the Dutch. They have never liked 
the idea of trusteeship because it is in 
some instances aimed at future inde- 
pendence. This is true in the case of 
Indochina. 


“Each case must of course stand on 


its own feet, but the case of Indochina 
is perfectly clear. France has milked it 
for.100 years. The people 6f Indochina 
are entitled to something; better than 
that.” 

Mr. Roosevelt had the political 


power then to enforce these strong opin- - 


ions. The United States was carrying 
the major burden in the Pacific war; its 


political and economic supports were 
absolutely essential to the revival of 
France as a principal power. His per- 
sonal feelings as noted above were clear- 
ly involved in Indochina but he died 
before the political settlement in South- 
east Asia was made. 


Thereafter, other ideas and other 
forces took over. The British attached 
a French mission to their Southeast 
Asia command and gave them a hand 
in accepting the Japanese surrender in 
Indochina. Also the United States Navy 
and Air Force took a somewhat less 
idealistic view than Mr. Roosevelt about 
what should happen to strategic areas 
in the Pacific after the war. 


So the French who had collaborated 
with the Japanese in Indochina during 
the war regained control of the machin- 
ery of government, though not of the 
people. (Nothing angered Mr. Roosevelt 


, more than the French collaboration that 


enabled Japan to use the Indochinese 
peninsula as a springboard for attack 
on Malaya, Indonesia and the Philip- 
pines.) 


Bao Dai: Symbol of Feudalism 


Once this happened, the United States 
was never able to bring itself to force 
the French to give complete independ- 
ence to Viet Nam, Cambodia and Laos. 
The dilemma of repeated Secretaries of 
State—which has not been solved even 
until today—was that they did not feel 
that they could ask French co-operation 
in Europe and alienate the French in 
Indochina. : 

Washington was never happy with this 
situation, It felt that Roosevelt was es- 
sentially right in wanting to follow the 
anti-colonial American tradition after 
the war, but it refused to take the risks, 
which grew greater with each refusal, 
involved in forcing the French to set a 
date for complete independence. 


The State Department complied with 
and even gave support to the self-con- 
tradictory idea, repugnant to many Viet 
Namese patriots, of “limited independ- 
ence™ or “independence within « the 
French Union.” 


Similarly the State Department ac- 


‘ cepted Bag Dai, a symbol of nineteenth- 


century feudalism, as the dictatorial 
head of Viet Nam, and constantly un- 
derestimated the nationalistic appeal of 
Ho Chi Minh, the Communist leader. 


Nobody in Washington liked these 


_ things in the postwar era, but they . 
were done nevertheless, and the more 


we associated ourselves with the French 
in policies which denied full independ- 
ence to the native peoples the more the 
Communist-led Vietminh leaders sought 
and received help from Communist 
China 

These policies are under critical re- 
view, but the United States now has 
very little freedom of action. It would 
like to see the free and independent 


Indochina that Mr. Roosevelt wrote 


about, but it now must fight to achieve 
what could have been imposed without 
bloodshed 10 years ago.

It was at that time that the 
President and Secretary Dulles

Hurried conferences were held 
by Dulles with the British and 
the French in an effort to weld 
together a “concert of opinion” 
on the Indochina problem prior 
to the Geneva conference. 


Had the British and French 
been willing, as President Eisen- 
howerhower once expressed it, 
to find “a concert of readiness 
to react in whatever way is nec- 
essary,” it is an open secret that 
American pilots were ready to 
strike at the Vietminh Reds from 
United States carriers. 

The British, as I had pre- 
dicted, rejected his plan as “too 
precipitate” and said that it 
might invite retaliatory action by 
the Red Chinese air force. 

The French, who originally 
suggested the use of United 
States air power with the hope 
that we might eventually take 
over their war in Indochina, lost 
heart when the British backed 
away from their proposal. 

The net result was that, when

UR best military minds be-

United States, if it comes to 
that, go to war alone for Indo- 
china? 

United States intervention 
would make it very likely that 
the Chinese Communist armies, 
in their turn, would intervene 
in force. They came into Korea 
under like conditions; United 
States forces on China’s south- 
ern border could seem to the 
Chinese to pose the same eat 
to China as did our march to 
the Yalu. 

Chinese intervention could 
well lead to retaliation on China 
itself. The logic of Korea, where 
we were hamstrung in a limited 
war, suggests that we would not 
again fight the Chinese in that 
fashion; we would almost cer- 
tainly attack their bases, supply 
routes and troop reinforcements 
in China. We would be fighting 
Communist China, a nation of 
nearly 500,000,000 people, and 
fighting it on the vast mainland 
of Asia. And if the security of 
Communist China became 
threatened, we would have small 
hope that the men in the Krem- 
lin would remain aloof. 

Indochina is important and 
much should be done to prevent 
its loss. If the French are will- 
ing to fight on, if the other 
Allies show unity and a shared 
determination — if, in short, 
there is to be true collective ac- 
tion—then the United States 
might well consider a greater 
effort. 

But it is foolhardy to say that 
if the French will not fight on, 
if other nations are unwill or 
unable to act, then the United 
States must carry the burden 
alone. Our strategic interest is 
also the interest of the whole 
free world, and if the rest of 
the free world is not interested, 
the United States cannot alone 
undertake to save Indochina.

Dien Bien Phu and Geneva. 


HE United States Govern- 

ment has rightly refused two 

appeals from the French for 
direct intervention at Dien Bien 
Phu by Navy planes based on 
our aircraft carriers off the In- 
dochina coast. 

It is impossible to tell whether 
such intervention would have 
been effective in saving Dien 
Bien Phu, but it might well have 
brought the Red Chinese across 
the border in force, and involved 
us in war up to our necks on 
the mainland of Asia. 

Furthermore, even if the 
planes had been sent from our 
carriers, and the fortress had 
been saved, would this have 
brought the people of Indochina 
over to our side in the struggle? 

It is impossible to say. France 
and Viet Nam signed an agree- 
ment for “total independence” 
of Viet Nam, but they also signed 
another agreement providing for 
joint control by France and Viet 
Nam over juridical, military, eco- 
nomic and cultural affairs. The 
two agreements seem to be con- 
tradictory, and what they add up 
to in the minds of the inhabi- 
tants of Viet Nam is something 
which cannot be learned at this 
distance. 

However, the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration is hoping, as the 
President said, that if we do 
not get further involved mili- 
tarily, we may be able at Geneva 
to reach a practical settlement 
of the Indochina war. 

This is one more reason for 
not getting any more deeply im- 
plicated than we are already. 
there would be no 
chance of an acceptable settle- 
ment if we sent United States 
naval and air units into the war 
against the Vietminh. Such 
hope as there is of a satisfac- 
tory agreement would vanish if 
we committed so obvious an act 
of belligerency.

Notwithstanding those fairy 
tales, Kennedy reviewed for the 
Senate the unrelieved French 
hold on the political, military, 
cultural and economic life of In- 
dochina. And, he said, “the 
stringent limitations upon the 
status of the associated states as 
sovereign states remain; and the 
fact that military victory has 
not yet been achieved is largely 
the result of these limitations.” 


The war in Indochina cannot 
be brought to a conclusion on 
terms favorable to the free 
world without the participation 
of the people in the associated 
states. Unless and until that 
fact is recognized and acted on 
by all parties to the conflict, 
and principally the French, the

In other words, the French

The lesson seems obvious. An 
essential ingredient for success- 
ful resistance to the Reds in 
Indochina, both by the Indo-~ 
chinese people and their Asiatic 
neighbors, is independence for 
‘the people of Indochina. Even 
Americans, with their long anti- 
ecolonial traditions, would look 
much more sympathetically on 
the idea of helping out a free 
Indochina than they do of fight- 
ing to save a French colony.

HERE are still no signs of 
T any Communist concessions 
on the substance of the is- 
sues at Geneva.

MAN,” Dr. _ Bergler 
develops, is not really against 
the spouse or against the 
duty-ridden circumstances in 
which he finds himself: it 
is against aging and against 
the pattern of his life, the de- 
terminants for which are 
' within himself. The rebel is 
destined to accept his fate 
gracefully or to butt his way 
into a collection of difficulties 
far greater than those he re- 
belled against. 


Why is the rebellion 
doomed to failure? Because 
it was never seriously intend- 
ed. It is a search for an alibi 
which never satisfies, but, 
even more darkly, it is an un- 
conscious provocation of diffi- 
culties in the enduring of 
which he experiences uncon- 
scious and guilty pleasure. 
This is psychic masochism, 
and it means that the difficul- 
ties are more important to 
the individual than their reso- 
lution. Like first adolescence 
this later one is usually re- 
solved in satisfactory fashion. 
Where the wish to love and be 
loved was originally solid, the 
marriage can weather the 
storm, 


The author devotes a chap- 
ter to “The Other Woman”’— 
her motives for playing her 
seemingly hopeless role in the 
revolt. The emphasis is that 
this is not a triangle but a 
man rebelling against the re- 
strictions of his own neurotic 
personality. He uses the other 
woman to explain his unhappi- 


ness: she is the “proof” that

R. BERGLER’S case il- 
[)iusteations spot-light the 

gyrations of rebel and 
spouse and also provide a 
repetitious incidental music— 
the contention of patient and 
analyst as to the real nature 
of his difficulties. The author 
explains that he is obliged to 
report the interviews in short- 
hand. That he does, with the 
result that the patient seems 
to be subject to a lecture in 
analytic theory, playing 
“straight” to elicit the punch 
lines, querulous, stricken or 
resentful, as the illustration 
requires. 


The author believes his 
book may be of most use to

He is 
attracted to her in a way that 
quite exceeds the convention- 
al affection of brother and 
sister; but he is repelled and 
disgusted when Brace—in a 
sudden, mocking word or ges- 
ture—makes it clear that she 
can read him like a book and 
that she is amused rather than 

shocked. 


It is the memory of Brace, 
however, that finally gets him 
in mesh with reality. And in 
the end his marriage and the 
family business, both of which 
responsibilities he had ac- 
cepted only provisionally, be- 
come stable elements of his 
life. Beyond that may lie an 
awakening belief that he can 
learn to face the situations he 
doesn’t invite and even make 
something out of them.

HOUGH Mr. Rooney's 
T novel involves many more 

characters than have been 
enumerated — including the 
incredibly cynical military 
brother J.R.—their special 
traits of temperament and 
behavior defy all quick sum- 
maries.

HE scene was Room 1702 
of the Congress Hote] in 
Chicago the night of the 
famous marathon session of 
the 1932 Democratic National 
Convention. Gov. Roosevelt 
of New York was still 100 


votes short of the nomination’ 


and his floor managers, James 
A. Farley, Edward A. Flynn 
and others, hurried back to 
talk it over with the man who 
had master-minded it all up 
to that point—an ugly, sawed- 
off, sickly “gnome” named 
Louls McHenry Howe. 


What would Howe do now? 
He had directed the strategy 
from that room around the 
clock, He had planned and 
plotted. He had schemed and 
maneuvered. He had prom- 
ised jobs in a Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration in Washington in 
exchange for votes on the con- 
vention roll calls. Yet he had 
not done enough and the prize 
was still-out of reach. 


When Farley, Flynn and the 
others entered Room 1702, 
they were shocked by what 
they saw. They knew that 
Louls Howe was not a well 
man but they did not expect 
to find him on the floor, 
breathing heavily, his shirt 
open and his tie off. There 
he had been all the night, des- 
perately ill. 


Farley was chosen to get 
the instructions. He lay down 
on the floor beside Howe, his 
ear close to the sick man’s 
mouth. In barely more than 
a whisper, Louis Howe gave 
the orders for the next day. 
He told what delegates to see, 
what strings to pull, what 
promises to make. The in- 
structions were followed and 
@ few hours later Farley took 
the news of the nomination 
from the convention hall to 
exhausted, devoted, prophetic 
Louis Howe.

Nov. 8, after President 

Hoover had conceded de- 
feat, Louis Howe took a bottle 
of sherry out of a desk draw- 
er. He held it fondly and 
said: 


“TI put this sherry away In 
Albany 20 years ago, right 
after Franklin had won his 
fight against Tammany Hall. 
I said then he’d be President 
some day and I made up my 
mind never to open this bottle 
until that time came.” 


This book is the story of 
that far-seeing little man, as 
told by a Kentucky-born for- 
mer newspaper woman (Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal, Cincin- 
nati Enquirer and Denver 
Post) who worked as an assist- 
ant to Louis Howe from 1928 
until Howe's death in 1936. 
From where she gat and lis- 
tened and worked she saw at 
close hand not only Howe, but 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, John 
Nance Garner, Jim Farley, 
Alfred E. Smith, Frank Walk- 
er, Bernard Baruch and many 
others who were prominent in 
the New Deal years. 

Howe himself was once a 
newspaper man, covering New 
York legislative 4?fairs at Al- 
bany for the New York Her- 
ald. In 1911 he saw a newly 
elected young State Senator 
arrive from Dutchess county 
and quickly start a revolt 
against the powerful Demo- 
cratic machine in New York 
City. It was then and there— 
21 years before 1932 —.that 
Louis Howe told his wife 
“that tall young fellow some 
day will be President of the 
United States. You wait and 
see.”

FTER the inauguration, 

the new President insist- 

ed that the little man 
who “knew it all along” go 
to the White House as “top 
secretary” and live in the big 
Lincoln room. But there was 
a small adjacent corner dress- 
ing room and it was there 
that Louls Howe had his bed 
placed. 


In no time it was just like 
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‘LOUIS McHENRY HOWE 


any other room he ever occu- 
pied—piled full of newspa- 
pers, magazines, letters, with 
stacks on the floor, on chairs, 
on tables. The White House 
staff was pained at the sight 
of Howe's early “mess in 
Washington”, but nobody 
dared touch anything until he 
said so. 


Why, someone asked, didn’t 
he choose the bedroom where 
Andrew Jackson had slept, 
since, as the author says, “he 
and Andy were both pretty 
forthright characters with a 
lot in common’? 

“Mein Gawd, no!” cried 
Louls Howe. “I’m afraid I'd 
see the ghost of old Andy 
stalking around in there at 
night. He might even run his 
horses over my bed in his 
ghostly bagle of New Orleans 
and ruin my sleep.”

UST about his first task 
Jee to work out a system 

for handling, sorting and 
disposing of the mail which 
totaled more than 6500 let- 
ters a day. Sampling the pre- 
pared replies one day, he found 
an answer that did not in his 
opinion “match” the incom- 
ing query. He shot it back 
to the secretarial staff with 
the penciled note: “This is a 
lousy letter.” 


That created quite a ruc- 
tion because the reply had 
been written by Charles Wag- 
ner, a gentleman of great dig- 
nity, who had been at the 
White House since the days 
of William Howard Taft. 


The mail delighted Howe 
and he kept a collection of 
salutations (“Most honorable 
President of these United 
States,” “Dear Buddy,” “Most 
godlike ruler in“the history of 
civilization,” “Franklin Dil- 
linger Roosevelt,” “Your 
Highness, please,” “Dear 


Man,” “Sublime Prince of the 
Royal Secret,” and “My Pal”). 
Neu an occasional excerpt 

such as “I am a widow. 
My husband deserated me”; 
“I am not an ‘Economic Roy- 
alist’ but I wish to God I 
were”; “John L. Lewis is a 
‘snake of the first water’; 
“My wife is a handicap and 
has been for 27 years”; “I'm 
asking about the old age pinch- 
ing”; “I know that you are 
one of them God firing men.” 

But Howe's enjoyment of 
the White House fun and 
strain was not to be for 
long. He got his own Cap- 
itol communications system in 
order, began to handle un- 
pleasant, onerous tasks for 
the President and then fell 
ill. Within a year he was do- 
ing a lot of his work in his

was not infallible. He 

did not want Roosevelt 
to run for Governor of New 
York in 4928 because as he 
felt the Democratic nominee 
for Governor would be over- 
whelmed in the national Re- 
publican victory of Hoover 
over Smith. His expectation 
was that Hoover would be 
re-elected and that the year 
for Roosevelt to go to the 
governorship was 1932 rather 
than 1928. He did not figure 
on the economic crash and 
the depression. His timetable 
would have been four years 
too late, This was one major 
pre-White House guidance on 
which he was overruled by 
F.D.R. 

But no one is perfect and 
in his way the little fellow 
who left a litter of Sweet Cap 
cigarette butts wherever he 
went was mighty close to it 
in politics. 

The second book listed 
above is by an eminent polit- 
ical scientist, whose field is 
practical politics, at the Amer- 
ican University, Washington. 
It is primarily an analysis of 
Roosevelt's career, but as the 
author says it traces the influ- 
ence of his private life as well.

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Pulitzer Prize Winner 


The Life and Times 
Of Top Playwright 


By William Glover 


(Editor’s Note: What’s it like to sweep the boards with 
every major theatrical award in the business? Johm Patrick, 
whose “Teahouse of the August Moon” did it, tells how it 
feels in this, his first post-Pulltzer Prize interview. 


NEW YORK, May 8 (AP). 
Jens PATRICK, this year’s grandslam drama champion, 


sums his success formula briefly: 
“I'm a completely stubborn man.” 
Patrick, author of “The Teahouse of the August Moon” 
! which this week completed 
a sweep of every top play- 
writing award by taking 
the Pulitzer Prize, was 
getting over some of the 
sudden pangs of fame as 
he sat down for his first 
post-Pulitzer interview. He 
had just formally accepted 
another trophy for “Tea- 
house” and felt a trifle 
shattered. 

“I’m sweating all over 
my back,” he said, crin- 
kling Irish blue eyes and 
rubbing the nape of his 
neck. It’s all right if 
you're used to it, but this 
sort of thing really gets 
me.” 

A medium tall man, a‘ 
bit on the florid and gray- 
haired side, the playwright 
confessed that “all this 
recent approval is kind of awesome. And wonderful. It’s 
) also been a vindication of the way I wrote the play.” 

Among other prizes given the show at the Martin Beck 
Theater have been the American Theater Wing's Tony, 
the Drama Crities Circle Citation, the Theater Club Award 
anda scroll from the Aegis Club, another playgoers’ organ- 
ization. Additional prizes have gone to individual perform- 
erg and others associated with the fabulously successful 
Maurice Evans production.

' for example, about things like genius and art/ that leaves me 
way behind.” 

Parick unlocked his working theory: “I'll go to. any 
source for material. If it’s good, I'll use it—and try to make 
it better in the writing.” 

Into “Teahouse” Patrick injected: A sign he saw in 
Syria while ambulance driving during World War II for 
the American Field Services; an experience a friend had in 
New Guinea; some philosophy out of a Yale professor’s text- 
book on sociology; and tapped his own vast knowledge of 
organic farming for one of the show’s key scenes. 

~ Mentioning organic farming started Patrick off on a 
digression about his greatest enthusiasm—life in the coun- 
try. He has a 65-acre farm at suburban Suffern, N. Y., 
where he cultivates goats, sheep, stock cattle, dairy products 
and fruits. 

“I prefer raising lambs to children,” he says with a 
touch of the Gaelic mischief inherent in the full name John 
Patrick Goggan. “When they grow up you don’t have to 
send lambs to college. You can eat them.

“When I told someone that in England, every- 
one was shocked. I really meant that in a group 
of lambs there are always a couple of bullies. You 
can spot them as they push around and you say to 
yourself, ‘Aha, my lads, you’re working your way 
into. the freezer’.”

Night Coaxing Junior to 


Smile for the Camera

OME go “kootchy-koo,” some 
S go “Woo-wo0-woo” and some 

just make soft whistling and 
bubbling noises, and murmur 
things like “‘Where’s that pret- 
ty baby smile, now?” 

They get down on their knees 
and bounce rubber balls off their 
heads and make funny faces and 
play with hand puppets. They 
would stand on their heads, if 


ecessary. 

I’m not speaking of fond par- 
ents trying to coax a reluctant 
smile from their first-born. I'm 
speaking of those unsung heroes, 
the baby photographers, mem- 
bers of a highly specialized 
branch of the photographic art, 
who spend their days, from 
morning until night, coaxing 
baby to smile for the camera. 

It’s not an easy job. As any 

parent knows, there are few 
things in this life destined for 
more certain failure than try- 
ing to get baby to smile when 
you want him to. He’ll grin from 
ear to ear when nobody’s look- 
ing and he’ll chuckle his little 
head off at five o’clock in the 
morning, when sleep is to be 
preferred even to the golden 
magic of a baby’s laughter. But 
try to get him to smile when 
you want a smile, and you'll 
experience’ the true meaning 
of frustration. 
_ But to the baby photographer 
it’s all in the day’s work, and 
if anybody can do it, he can. 
It’s the result of almost super- 
human patience and a great deal 
of practice. It’s also the key 
to his success. Many try, but 
few are successful. They're seem- 
ingly born, not made. 

Baby photography used to be 
an incidental adjunct to the art, 
and one which most photogra- 
phers approached with a touch 
of horror. But in recent years 
it has become a big business 
and has developed its own tech- 
niques, In earlier days it meant 
a trip te the studio, with all the 
and bother, usual- 


day more 
baby photographs are made in 
the home, with the photogra- 
phers moving from. house to 
house on an eight-hour sched- 
ule,- doing his best. to photo- 
graph a child every. 30 minutes, 
as his schedule indicates. Some- 
times he makes it, more often 
he doesn’t, children and par- 
ents being what they are.

ETERANS at the business 

have reduced the technique 

of baby photography to a 
pretty fine point. Some use 
props, such as rubber balls and 
hand puppets to break down re- 
serve and coax a reluctant smile; 
others rely on gentle persuasion 
and funny faces. But one thing 
they all have in common is the 
ability to get down on their 
knees and go “kootchy-koo” 
without being embarrassed. 

If a man is _ self-conscious, 
experience has shown, he’s 
whipped almost before he starts. 
He may force himself to do 
tricks, but if his heart isn’t really 
in it, it soon shows up in his 
work. He gets nothing but dead 
pans, or at best a slightly puzzled 
expression. 

Even more important than ex- 
troversion, however, is a genuine 
affection for children... A man 
may force a smile and pretend a 
great love for the little ones, but 
even the tiniest baby, members 
of the profession are convinced, 
can detect a phony smile or a 
note of insincerity in a man’s 
voice, and his duplicity will be 
his undoing. 

He not only has to like chil- 
dren, but he also has to start 
liking them at 9 o’clock in the 
morning and keep on liking 
them all day long, regardless of 
the. state of his health, the 
weather, or any of the other fac- 
tors which influence ordinary 
human beings in their attitudes 
toward other people, or babies. 

I found all this out when, on a 
gloomy morning recehtly when I 
wasn’t sure I liked even my own 
children, I set out to spend a day 
with some baby photographers. 
They were representatives of 
Combs-Duval studio, one of the 
pioneers in St. Louis in this dif- 
ficult but rewarding field. They 
have four photographers going 
from house to house five and a 
half days a week, and they 
photograph approximately 10,000 
youngsters - “r= :

boy, Said, “Did you see that 
truck at the door?” Al said yes, 
but he had stepped over it. The 
boy said, “Shucks, I put it there 
hoping you'd step on it and land 
on your head.” 


That’s what makes the job in- 
teresting, Al said. Sometimes 
your stomach’s in a knot at the 
end of the day, but there are so 
many good children that it more 
than makes up for it. Al has 
photographed many . afflicted 
children. One that sticks in his 
memory was a baby with cere- 
bral palsy. It was helpless. He 
photographed the same child 
five years later, and he was 
amazed at what the parents and 
the Crippled Children’s Hospital 
had done for him. Those are 
things too that make the job 
rewarding. 


Later in the morning, Al 
turned me over to Gene Dallen, 
a tall, angular, easy-going man 
who smokes a pipe, drives a sta- 
tion wagon and keeps a small 
alarm clock taped to the instru- 
ment panel to help him keep to 
his schedule. Gene has been 
photographing youngsters since 
1945 and he has such a way with 
children that parents keep ask- 
ing him how many he has at 
home. They look puzzled when 
he tells them he has none. 

Gene uses a “propper-upper” 
for baby pictures. It’s a plywood 
affair, somewhat like a chair 
with no legs. The back is angled, 
and when placed on the sofa, it 
holds a baby in position. 

Gene is what might be called 
a murmurer. Our first subject 
was a six-week-old baby. After 
Gene had him propped up, he 
crouched on his knees on the 
floor and starting talking in a 
crooning voice: “Yes, sir, that’s 
a fine baby boy, that’s a good 
baby, woo-woo-woo, yes, sir, etc.” 

Every now and then a smile 


would flicker and the light would 


flash. Baby photographers soon 
learn to detect even the faintest 
beginnings of a smile, and snap 
them before they’re gone, no 
matter how’ fleeting, 

Bat after a few minutes, the 


‘baby not only lost interest, but 


began to take excéption to the 
proceedings.

Gene calls all mothers “Mom- 
my” and never fails to remark 
on. how handsome and alert the 
youngster is. This isn’t just flat- 
tery. It helps to get the mother 
relaxed. A mother’s tension, 
photographers have learned, is 
quickly transmitted to the child. 
They try to maneuver it so that 
the mother leaves everything to 
the photographer. 

Grandmothers, incidentally, 
make it awfully tough. Theres 
something about grandmothers, 
Gene says. They’re natural-born 
directors,

ment, a good baby photog- 

rapher manages to make every 

mother feel that he bought—a 
camera and spent years learning

Day in Woods on 
‘Wildflower Farm’ 


By Leonard Hall 


ANY of us, regardless of where we live or what our 

occupation, have an interest in the outdoors. Some are 

hunters or fishermen, some like to work the soil and 
some enjoy the stars or birds or flowers. We know there are 
serious aspects te all these 
avocations although by and 
large we leave these to the 
professional scientists. Yet 
I think we can note an 
increasing tendency on the 
part of the amateur nat- 
uralist to take a serious 
and informed interest in 
his hobby. 

There are thousands of 
sportsmen today who ac- 
tually spénd more time 
practicing wildlife hus- 
bandry and working in 
such fields as farmer- 
sportsman relationships, 
than they do in hunting 
and fishing. In all the 
natural sciences I can 
think of individuals who 
: began as pure amateurs 
‘but now are making valuable contributions to research and 
general knowledge in their fields. There is Mrs, Connie 
Hagar of Rockport, Texas, with whom we spent several days 
birding last winter. Watching the wintering waterfowl and 
shorebirds along her bit of Gulf Coast and checking the 
passerine birds and birds of prey which migrated through, 
she built one of the largest “life lists” of any American 
ornithologist. More important, however, was her discovery 
that this section of coast is one of the richest spots on the 
continent for the study of resident and migrant birds. 


Many other amateurs who have made valuable 
- contributions can be mentioned. The great Ameri- 
— €¢an authority on eagles is Charles Broley, a banker. 
- Margaret Morse Nice, who studied song sparrows in 
we her yard, is a world authority on bird behavior. 
Here in Missouri might be mentioned Wayne Short, 
a farm boy from St. Charles county now high in the 
National Audubon Society. There is our friend Leo 
Drey, a business man who has become a forester, 
tree farmer and the largest individual landowner in 
the state. And there is Bill Bauer, botanist extraor- 
dinary, who started this train of thought in the 
first place.

@ IT WOULD BE HARD TO SAY how many years it is 


since I first went botanizing with Bill or since he first 
stopped by our house with his station wagon loaded to the 
guards as he returned from a collecting trip through the 
Ozarks. Certainly his interest in the Missouri flowers, trees 
and shrubs goes much farther back then that and is respon- 
sible for his broad and increasing knowledge of the flora of 
our region. But Bauer has another characteristic which has 
lifted him from the class of amateur to that of professional, 
even though he claims no scientific degrees, and has en- 
abled him to make a real contribution to botanical knowl- 
edge in Missouri. This characteristic is a certain orderliness 
of mind which has caused him to record and evaluate the 
things he learned. When Bill finds a new wildflower he not 
only identifies it, but marks it down in his field notes along 
with its location, situation, associations with other plants, 
and data as to color, date of blossoming and anything else of 
interest. These notes are then compared with other Missouri 
botanical sources. 
* 
One result of Bauer’s work through the years 
is his “Check List of the Flowering Plants of Mis- 
souri.” This sets down the plant families in alpha- 
betical order, with all members appearing alphabet- 
ically under the family name. The kéy indicates 
time of blossoming, color, English name, location 
and whether the plant is annual, biennial or peren- 
nial and whether it is native or introduced. It is not 
intended for the first identification of the plant, for 
which a field guide must be used. It is ideal, how- 
ever, for keeping a record of field trips, learning the 
Latin names of plants and the family to which they 
belong and making a final identification of the 
species.

@ FOR MANY YEARS Bill and Gladys Bauer lived in 
Webster Groves, where several hundred Missouri plants 
grew in their yard. But their ambition was a country place 
where as many as possible of these plants could be grown 
in quantity and in a natural environment. Four years ago 
they found the place they wanted; 60 acres in the hills flank- 
ing the Meramec valley and not too far from St. Louis for 
Bill to go back and forth to his office. They moved to the 
new place and Bill started what can only be called “wild- 
flower farming.” Last week he felt they were far enough 
along to show the results to their friends, of whom some 
20 were invited out for a day in the woods. 

As with most of Missouri's wooded hills, there were 
many wildflowers already growing on the place when they 
bought it. But there were literally hundreds of others to 
bring in and get started. Moreover, Bill has an idea which 
will make his wildflower gardens extremely useful, as well 
: . 


as beautiful. This is to encourage as many plants as pos- 
sible to form large blooming colonies. Thus there are beds 
of bluebells and fire pink, wild geranium and larkspur and 
phiox and a hundred others scattered throughout the wood- 
land. Many native Missouri plants are being introduced, like 
the varieties of lady slipper and trillium. But since these are 
rare and should not be moved from their situations in the 
fields and woods, they are secured from the wildflower 
nurseries. And in order that the visitor, be he amateur or 
serious student, may enjoy the show to the fullest extent, 
Bill has built many miles of walks through the shaded woods 
and along the edges of sunny fields. 

We divided the day into half, coming in at noon for 
luncheon on the lawn which was served by Gladys and her 
two attractive daughters. I've forgotten who asked Gladys 
if she knew as much about flowers as her husband, but 
remember her reply. i 

“If I'd taken time to learn as much about the wild- 
flowers as Bill knows,” she said, “I’m sure our family 
would never have seen a hot meal and we'd never have 
gotten the children off to school and educated.” 

Truly, it takes a devoted wife to make a dedicated 
botanist. 
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30 Years as Head of the FBI (7°)

WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP). 
HIRTY years ago—on May 
10, 1924—United States At- 
torney General Harlan Fiske 

Stone summoned a dark-haired 
young lawyer into his office, 
peered at him over his glasses 
and said gruffly: 

“Young man, I want you to be 
acting director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation.” 

Thus began the remarkable 
partnership between J. Edgar 
Hoover and the FBI, a partner- 
ship that has endured through 
and into the administrations of 
five Presidents and 11 attorneys 
general. A partnership that has 
brought recognition and fame, 
brickbats and attacks— but no 
sign of interruption. 

The graying FBI chief looked 
back over those 30 years the 
other day as he sat still long 
enough for a rare and surpris- 
ingly long. interview in his office 
tucked away in the Department 
of Justice building on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue. 

Except for an intercommunica- 
tions box, there is nothing to in- 
dicate that from Hoover’s desk 
he controls and directs a huge 
law enforcement agency touch- 


ing the safety, the freedoms and” 


the security of a nation. 

Hoover recalled the 1924 
Stone interview and grinned. 
“Mr. Stone was scowling when 
I came in. He always scowled. 
He was a rugged, gruff, but fair 
man. The scowl was a manner- 
ism, and not something in his 
personality. 

“I told him I would take the 
job only on two conditions. 

“He said: ‘What are they?’ 

“I said the bureau had to be 
divorced from politics, with ap- 
pointments made solely on mer- 
it. Second, promotions would be 
made on proved ability, the FBI 
would not be a catch-all for 
political hacks, and would be 
responsible only to the attorney 
general. 

“Mr. Stone scowled again and 
said: ‘I wouldn't give it to you 
under any other’ conditions. 
That’s all. Good day.’”’ 

Then Hoover added: “I never 
thought in those days the bu- 
reau would be the size it is 
today—or that I would be sit- 
ting in this chair as director. At 
the time, I was thinking of go- 
ing into private practice of law 
and I considered the job as a 
temporary responsibility.”

lightly on him. His dark 

hair has grayed at the 
temples. He’s heavier than 
the 29-year-old he was when he 
took the job. But he still talks 
rapidly and he’s quick in his 
movements. His eyes are black. 
He is 5 feet, 11 inches tall and 
weighs 180. His broken nose — 
smashed by a baseball as a 
youngster — gives his face a 
look of bulldog tenacity. 

In the course of the talk, I 
put to Hoover a question that 
has cropped up intermittently 
from the day the FBI was first 
formed in 1908. 

“Is there a danger of the FBI 
becoming a Gestapo? What is to 
prevent the FBI from using po- 
lice-state methods?” 

Hoover’s reply was quick and 
emphatic: 

“No, there is no danger of the 
FBI becoming a Gestapo—not 
if we have men of character in 
the organization and an alert 
public opinion, 

“We must continue to have 
men of good moral character 
such as we have today. We may 
make some mistakes in our 
choices, but if we get the right 
type of men they will refuse to 
stoop to Gestapo-type methods. 
I couldn’t order my men to ig- 
nore fairness, make false prom- 
ises, use brutality, or engage in 
third-degree methods. They sim- 
ply wouldn’t do it because 
they’re not that kind. 

“Public opinion is a _ great 
force, too. The inquiring attitude 
of the American press is a mag- 
nificent factor in keeping an or- 
ganization honorable and clean. 
We couldn't get the approval of 
the press with unethical and 
improper methods. 

“Then, too, there are the 
ehecks and restraints under 
which we operate, and properly 
so. The FBI is not an inde- 
pendent entity. It’s under the 
Attorney General, and he is the 
first check against us. We must 
go before the Bureau of the 
Budget and justify the funds to 
carry on our work. 

“Then there is the greatest 
check of all—Congress. I must 
give reasons for the funds I 
request, and report on our stew- 
ardship. The questions fired at 
me in congressional committees 
are without regard to partisan 
politics. They are incisive and 
searching. We must have the 
support of Congress to exist, and 
the FBI could not become a 
Gestapo so long as there is a 
searching attitude by Congress.

é6é INALLY, there are the 
F courts with their check 
against our procedures. 
The courts soon would expose 
the use of improper searches 
and seizures—and so would 

public opinion. 

“I must explain every item in 
our budget and how the money 
is used. I never want any secret 
fund, a lump-sum appropriation 
for which I don’t have to ac- 
count. I want to account. for 
every cent, because an unex- 
plained fund can lead to abuses. 

“As it stands, we don’t have 
to apologize for being in the 
FBI. This standard we live by 
has paid off. There never has 
been a scandal involving the 
FBI in the past 30 years. We 
are fair and we are hard. But 
that’s the way it should be.” 

I asked about reports and in- 
sinuations that FBI files are 
opened to some congressional 
investigators—and that the FBI 
“tips off’ members of Congress 
to subversive cases where its 
own agents can’t get evidence 
‘for a court case. 

Hoover snapped: “I can say 
unqualifiedly that is an absolute 
lie. I’m pretty sensitive to the 
matter of our files. There's 
nothing more important than 
the sanctity and integrity of our

files. I’ve consistently resisted 
every attempt to make the raw 
files available. Data from FBI 
files have leaked out through 
other agencies. People like to 
throw the name of the FBI 
around. They wave a report 
and say ‘This is from the FBI 
—but the report was not fur- 
nished by the FBI.” 


On the political side, Hoover 
created a flurry when he ap- 
peared as a witness last Novem- 
ber to testify in the case of the 
late Harry Dexter White after 
Attorney - General Herbert 
Brownell charged former Pres 
dent Harry Truman promote 
White despite FBI reports of 
espionage activities. 

Some Democrats said private- 


ly they regarded Hoover’s testi- 
mony as political—and pro-Re- 
publican. There was some ques- 
tioning of Hoover’s motives. 


Why did Hoover testify in the 
White case? 


“I always have resisted ap- 
pearances before any congres- 
sional committee except those 
dealing with - appropriations,” 
Hoover said. “The only excep- 
“tions I have made have been on 
orders from the Attorney Gen- 
eral or on the insistence of the 
committees. Congressional com- 
mittees can require an appear- 
ance. I never have gone so far 
as to demand that I De subpen- 
aed. I don’t think I should. 

“After the Attorney General 
made his speech on the White 
case, stories and rumors were 
widely circulated that I had 
been a party to an agreement to 
promote White and retain him 
in government. 

, “That story was absolutely un- 
true. The Jenner committee (the 
Senate Internal Security Sub- 
committee headed by Senator 
Jenner of Indiana) called me 
twice and asked me to testify on 
the White case and twice I re- 
fused. 

“T agreed to testify on the 
third request rather than face 
a subpena. I agreed because I 
wished to avoid a subpena and 
because the story which was

going around reflected on me 
and on the FBI. It was an ab- 
solute lie.”

As 
a matter of fact, being a resi- 
dent of Washington, I’ve never 
voted and I have no politics. At 
least I’ve never been accused of 
being a Communist.”

OOVER’S sense of what is 
H riche and wrong leaves few 
gray areas in his own stand- 
ards of conduct. There is a 
strong religious streak in his 
character. 


“T find my own rules of con- 
duct laid down in the 6th chap- 
ter, 8th verse of Micah,” he said. 
“This says ‘. . . and what doth 
the Lord require of thee, but to 
do justly, and to love mercy, and 
to walk humbly with thy God?’ 

“That is a philosophy all of us 
should have—a philosophy that 
brings a deep sense of humility.

This philosophy encompasses 
also a stern code for the wrong- 
doer.

Hoover was born Jan. 1, 1895, 
only a few blocks from the na- 
tional Capitol, the youngest of 
four children. His father worked 
with the Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey. His mother was a grand- 
niece of a one-time Swiss consul 
general to the United States. The 
family was a tightly-knit group, 
and the warm home life left its 
mark on Hoover. 

“I strongly believe the mold- 
ing of character begins at 
home,” the FBI chief said. 
“There’s the best place to re- 
verse the trend in juvenile de- 
linquency. 

“In my own home, I never re- 

member having a meal that 
wasn’t opened by someone Say- 
ing grace. I just grew up that 
way. 
‘*‘We didn’t have much — but 
we had everything we needed. I 
always had to go to Sunday 
School. Iwas given a little Testa- 
ment for attendance on 52 con- 
secutive Sundays — and it was 
one of my treasures. I still 
have it.”

ning the hayrack on his 

uncle’s farm near Bunker Hill, 
Ill., when word came that his 
mother had heard of a job at the 
Brown Shoe Co. John took the 
basket of butter and chickens 
which his uncle had given him 
for the Bush family and took the 
afternoon train to St. Louis. 


He wanted the job badly, but 
he also wanted to get the butter 
and chickens home safely. 
Clutching his basket, he went to 
see about the job. J. H. Roblee, 
who had founded Brown. Shoe 
with George Warren Brown in 
1879, told him he was hired at 
$3 a week. When should he 
start? “Right now,” snapped 
Roblee. So while the -butter and 
chickens wilted in the lobby, 
Bush began his duties as an of- 
fice boy and substitute elevator 
operator. 

That was in 1897 when Bush 
was 14 and he has never worked 
anywhere else since. The com- 
pany then made $3,000,000 worth 
of shoes in one small plant. Last 
year, it was the second largest 
in the country, with 17,000 work- 
ers in 28 factories turning out 
24,000,000 pairs worth $141,000,- 
000. For 32 of the intervening 
years Bush was president of the 
company. For the past seven 
years he has been chairman of 
the board. 


John’s first job was important 
to his family. His father had died 
the previous year and there were 
seven children in the family, 
with John the second oldest and 
the only boy. So while his 
mother and all but one of his 
sisters became school teachers, 
John quit formal education after 
six months of high school. He 
turned over his pay at home, ail 
but 10 cents for daily carfare 
and occasional appropriations for 
splurges like 15-cent haircuts 
(John had the barber use clip- 
pers all over his head because it 
lasted longer that way) or 15 
cents for what his account book, 
which he still has, called ‘“‘a real 
dinner.” And when he made $7 
weekly, he began buying Brown 
Shoe Co. stock regularly. 

“I remember what my uncle 
said when I left to take the 
job,” Bush says, “‘Always do a 
little more than you're paid to 
do.’ I doubt if that made sense 
to me immediately, but it made 
a lot of sense as the years went 
by. I always thought a fellow 
ought to be the last man out of 
the office and the first one in.”

N the early days, that meant 

being at the office at 7 a.m. 

and working beyond the offi- 
cial closing hour of 5:30 p.m. to 
help with the mail (“everybody 
helped with the mail’) and on 
Saturdays the schedule was the 
same except in summer, when 
the place closed at 1 p.m. 


Today, at 72, Bush still arrives 
at the office at 8:30 a.m. and 
when he departs early, as he 
now frequently does, he never 
does so without a slight feeling 
of guilt.

tive officer of Brown Shoe (“Too 
many chairmen try to hold on 
to the presidency,” says Bush), 
John Bush remains in active 
charge of raw material buying 
and tanning and still tries on 
new leathers and lasts himself 
(“I haven’t got a corn on my 
feet.”)

To begin 
with, Bush is a fast walker who 
is so intent on his errands that 
he sometimes merely lifts his 
hand in a commanding gesture 
and wades through traffic as it 
screeches to a stop especially 
for him.

The lake 
was to cost $55,000, but before 
it was finished the bill came to 
$250,000 and Sunnen footed it 
all. But what didn’t become 
widely known was that for the 
most of a whole cold winter 
Sunnen and his wife moved into 
a trailer near the lakesite, lived 
there and supervised construc- 
tion.

of America was announced. 
Again, word did not get around 
that Joe gave another $100,000 
last year and is forking over 
the same amount in 1954. He 
feels that the rapidly rising 
birth rate, particularly in under- 
developed countries and com- 
munities, is “our biggest prob- 
lem” and he wants to stay with 
it. 

Sunnen’s ledger of contribu- 
tions to causes lists thousands 
of dollars given to hospitals, 
schools, childrens’ funds and 
other charities, but the causes 
he likes best are those that 
seem to him to be getting in- 
adequate attention from others. 
Thus Joe, a Presbyterian, gave 
half of the $100,000 it cost to 
re-build and equip a Negro 
Methodist church, the Metro- 
politan A.M.E. Zion Church, 
Garrison and Lucas avenues.

Sunnen’s rise to riches beg&h 
at 13 when his brother ran a 
garage at Mexico, Mo. Joe had 
shown mechanical aptitude be- 
fore, at Thayer, lll., where his 
father, a German immigrant, 
worked in the mines and Joe 
made the mine’s engine house 
his playroom. In the garage, as 
at school, Joe was regarded as 
exasperatingly slow. One day he 
dreamed so long over a valve 
job that his brother got pretty 
impatient. It happened that Joe 
was dreaming about a better 
valve lifter to help with the 
job. Soon the built one, patented 
it, got married, moved into. a 
$5-a-week room with his wife 
on West Pine boulevard in St. 
Louis and started making valve 
lifters in his back yard. 

When his savings were gone 
and he got out of the hospital 
following a gas explosion in his 
shop, Joe obtained work as a 
mechanic, tinkered .with the 
lifter in his spare time and out- 
fitted his Ford so it could carry 
a supply of lifters as well as 
sleeping space for his wife and 
himself. They started out with 
$10, knowing they had to sell 
a lifter a day to keep going. 
Mechanics bought one here and 
there, but when Joe came to 
Mankato, Minn.; a tool manu- 
facturer took all he had left and 
ordered 1000 more.

Ac- 
tually, 42 were sent, but two 
George Grosz lithographs with 
some of the shock value of Jon- 
athan Swift’s social observation, 
after being posted briefly, had 
to be removed, when judged ob- 
scene.

THE DISPLAYS have inter- 
esting interrelations. Beckmann 
is the artist most fully repre- 
sented in both. His “Kasbek,” 
a 1922 drypoint, is one of six by 
Beckmann in the Frumkin col- 
lection, which it serves as cata- 
logue cover. 

Beckmann’s prints, including 
a lithograph and a woodcut, are 
classified, along with those of 
Otto Dix and Grosz, under “The 
New Objectivity.” This post- 
World War I surge of realistic, 
cynical comment on the objec- 
tive, material world undergoes 
modification in the somewhat 
later Beckmann oils shown. 

“Genoa,” his large 1927 can- 
vas painted boldly in massed 
greens, whites and blacks, is a 
happy acceptance of the good 
things of the world. If ““Kasbek” 
represents the resigned cynicism 
of the negative side of the new 
objectivity, the positive aspect, 
which came a few years later, 
finds expression in “Genoa.”

THE *‘‘NEUE SACHLICH- 


* |KEIT” (new objectivity) was first 


so designed by Dr. G. F. Hart- 
laub, director of the Mannheim 
Kunsthalle in 1924, ~who later 
declared the term should be re- 
stricted to mean new realism 
with socialistic flavor. The con- 
structive side of the movement, 
he wrote in The Arts in 1931, 
expresses itself in “enthusiasm 


result of the desire to take 
things entirely objectively on a 
material basis without immedi- 
ately investing them with the 
ideal implications.” 
To some such uncomplicated 
mood Beckmann surrenders him- 
self not only in the early Italian 
oil but also in the higher keyed 
“Colorado Landscape,” painted 
in 1950, final year of his life. 
In between, however, he re- 
turned to the social comment of 
the new objectivity’s negative 
side, with the addition of sym- 
bols, conscious or unconscious. 
Examples of such expression 
shown here are “The King” 
(1937) and “Olympia,” an un- 
dated canvas first seen by this 
reporter in a New York gallery 
in 1950. In the same allegorical 
vein are Beckmann’s 1949 Car- 
negie first prize-winner,‘‘Fisher- 
women,” another anonymous 
loan to the museum, hanging a 
few steps away in gallery 10.

WITH 14 WELL CHOSEN 
items by members of. “Die 
Bruecke” (The Bridge), the print 
show admirably supplements the 
anonymous collector’s paintings 
by such bastions of the bridge 
as Kirchner, Schmidt - Rottluff, 
Pechstein and Mueller. 

Contemporary with the Fauves, 
they share the Parisian group's 
excitement about the exotic and 
the primitive. Pechstein’s 1918 
lithograph, “South Sea Island- 
ers,” reflects admiration for 
Gauguin. The German artist’s 
1912 oil, “Indian and Woman,” 
translates liking for such themes 
into clarion colors of red, green, 
yellow and blue, the tones em- 
phasized by black. 

Bauhaus exploration of plastic 
relationships is foreshadowed in 
the early paintings of Kandin- 
sky. His prints shown are quite 
abstract and are dated 1920 and 
1922. In “Winter Landscape” 
and “Composition with Nude,” 
1911 oils, he was concerned with 
representational elements but 
already had begun to simplify 
them and move them about on 
the canvas in the kind of inves- 
tigation that anticipates today’s 
plastic painting. 

Similarities and developments 
might be traced, too, between 
the Frumkin gallery’s “‘sculptor- 
printmakers” section and the 
anonymously lent sculpture, but 
hére it happens that the collec- 
tor, seeking always a certain 
grandness of seale, a simplicity 
and a monumentality, has as- 
ga work by different sculp- 
ors. 

Included are the Italian Ame- 
deo Modigliani, better known as 
painter, the German Gerhard 
Marcks and the Americans John

HE American Theater, which 
T ast night wound up its 

first season at its new loca- 
tion at Grand boulevard and 
Olive street with the final per- 
formance of “Good Nite Ladies,” 
had a satisfactory season fi- 


nancially and a= spotty one 
artistically. 
The theater presented 16 


attractions for a total of 21 
weeks, which is about its aver- 
age for the last four or five 
years (last season, 15 produc- 
tions for 21 weeks.) Its box- 
office gross, exclusive of taxes, 
was, adding up Variety’s weekly 
reports, a total of around $425,- 
000, about $135,000 less than 
last year. 

Only nine of the 16 attrac- 
tions were really new, including 
four new plays, a revival of a 
Shaw play, two musicals and 
m revues. They were all of 
gh caliber, with the exception 
of the mediocre comedy “Kind 
Sir,” which opened the season 
on its pre-Broadway tour, and 
that had such “names” as- 
sociated with it — Charles 
Boyer, Mary Martin, Director 
Joshua Logan, Playwright Nor- 
man Krasna, that it set a record 
week for a play at the American 
of $39,825. Three offerings— 
“Good Nite Ladies,” “Twin 
Beds,” and “The Postman Al- 
ways Rings Twice”’—were dis- 
tinctly inferior productions. 
There were four repeats, includ- 
ing “South Pacific,” “The Moon 
is Blue” (cast not up to the 
first one), the perennial “Okla- 
homa!” and the familiar Black- 
stone show.

Latin 
American rhythms are so frequently used in the modern jazz idiom 
that drummers must be skilled in playing Latin American percussion 
instruments. Drums like these are played with fingers and palms. 
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Mrs. Gertrude Neuman exhibits the tenseness of most 
beginning drummers as she follows Gene Krupa in 
slowly beating one of the most important drum rudi- 
ments—the paradiddle. As she plays she repeats 
“Down Up-Tap Tap.” Mrs. Neuman wanted to learn 


to drum since childhood;she has no plans to play pro- 
fessionally. Krupa is beating on a snare drum, his pu- 
pil, like all beginners at the school, on a rubber prac- 
tice pad. Such a pad aids beginner to gain control; 
drumming speed comes later on a calfskin head. 
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A lesson from Cole for the three youngest drum- 
mers at the school, from left, Jeanette, John and 
Johnetha Sutton. They are practicing the dou- 
ble roll—alternating two beats with each hand 


—to which they say out loud “Dad-dy, Mam-my.”

Cole and Krupa, both perfectionists 
in technique, urge their pupils to become per- 
fectionists themselves. Fhey warn the novice 
drummer not to cover up faulty technique 
with bandstand flourishes and mugging.

WO OF THE MOST famous drummers in mod- 
ern jazz—Gene Krupa and Cozy Cole—have 
opened a drum school for students interested 
in percussion. Subjects taught are paradiddles, 
ratamacues, drags, flams, ruffs and rolls. These 
subjects cover the rudiments of drumming. A top- 
notch drummer, however, can mix up the rudiments 
and produce such rhythm intricacies as the five- 
stroke ruff paradiddle or the triple flamadiddle. 
Krupa and Cole are both products of the swing 
era of the 1930s. Krupa rose to the big time with 
Benny Goodman; Cole, with Cab Calloway. But 
it was not until they both joined the Goodman-Arm- 
strong concert tour two years ago that they had 
the chance to work together. During this meeting, 
they decided someday to.open a drum school. 
They met dgain recently during the filming of 
the movie “The Glenn Miller Story” and worked 
out the details of the school, opening it in New York 
two months ago on S4th street, west of Broadway. 
Most of. their students are young musicians 
who dream of emulating the maestros. They are 
the starry-eyed youngsters with visions of someday 
being seated high at the rear of a bandstand sur- 
rounded by an elaborate set of gleaming white 
traps. 
| F Alone with these dedicated students, however, 
are several who have no ——— ambitions, 
but just want to play the drum and never before 
knew where to take lessons. 
Krupa and Cole work on a complicated, con- 
stantly changing teaching schedule. They make it 
a rule that one or the other will always be at the 
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Krupa and Cole get kicks from their own drum- 
ming. This time they are evolving new and 
complex rhythm patterns, employing a difficult 
technique they describe as “independent co- 
ordination.”” This means that each hand and the 
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foot on the bass drum pedal do something dif- 
ferent rhythmically. Both drummers were born in 
1909, Krupa in Chicago, Cole in East Orange, New 
Jersey. They have run the gamut from small- 
band, small-pay jazz, to big-band, big-pay swing.

N CRAWFORD COUNTY, 100 
miles southwest of St. Louis, a 
small circular area of i- 

arly deformed and disordered rocks 
has remained a geologic mystery 
since scientists first became aware 
of it. Known as the Crooked Creek 
disturbance, the area, about three 
miles in diameter, was the site of 
a cataclysmic upheaval millions 
of years ago. 

Although not discernible to a 
casual observer on the ground, the 
area is dome-shaped with a cen- 
tral bowl-like depression. Rock 
outcrops give ndinin of violent 
displacement. In some places in 
the bowl, rocks normally found at 
a depth of 1000 feet in that region 
are now exposed on the surface, 
indicating they were uplifted by a 
tremendous force. In other places, 
massive rock formations usually 
found in horizontal layers close to 
the surface are tilted on edge, 
forming grotesquely eroded pin- 
nacles 50 feet high. 

The Crooked Creek disturb- 
ance, so named because of a 
stream that cuts through the area, 
first was reported in 1910 and par- 
tially mapped in 1926, but not un-

In 1947 a geologist from the 
University of Iowa, H. E. Hendiks, 
completed an extensive study of 
the area, and last year a graduate 
student at St. Louis University’s 
department of geophysics, James 
H. Fox, investigated the phenom- 
enon. Each advanced a different 
theory as to its formation. Hen- 
diks suggested it could have re- 
sulted from a meteor's impact. 
Fox, an Air Force officer, concluded 
it might have been caused by 

tovolcanic action—that is, by 
explosive release of gases from 
deep within the earth. Both agreed 
the disturbance occurred more 
than 200,000,000 years ago. 

In his doctorate thesis, pre- 
sented this month, Major Fox sug- 
gests that igneous gases- under 
high pressure forced the earth's 
crust upward into a dome, like a 
gigantic blister. He speculates that 
the gases finally exploded through 
the surface, shattering and derang- 
ing the rock formations. With re- 
lease the pressure, the dome 
collapsed, leaving the bowl-like

Hendiks, in his meteoritic the- 
ory, speculates that a large meteor 
struck the earth there, vaporizing 
on impact or immediately before. 
The enormous force depressed the 
earth’s crust, which rebounded 
elastically to form an _ uplifted 


dome. Apex of the dome then fell 


in, producing the bowl-shaped ef- 
fect. Complete vaporization of the 
meteor would explain lack of me- 
teor fragments in the area. Under 
this theory, the Crooked Creek dis- 
turbance would be a deep-level 
phase, now revealed by erosion, 
of a structure that once resembled 
Arizona's famed Meteor Crater. 

Unique in Missouri, the dis- 
turbance is one of seven such geo- 
logic oddities in the United States. 
Others are in Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Indiana and Ohio. All are re. 
markable for their similarity; but, 
as in the case of the Crooked 
Creek area, their manner of forma- 
tion has been and probably will 
continue to be a subject of specu- 
lation among geologists.

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Here’s what America 
means to me

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GREEK-BORN George Samothrakis learned about the helping hand... 


® Last month, Tamara Gilmore, Russian- 
born wife of an Associated Press cor- 
respondent, told PARADE how she fell in 
love with the American people. Now, 
another European who chose America, 
George Samothrakis, who jumped ship, 
fought for the U.S. in Korea, and finally 
won citizenship after a court battle, 
thanks Americans who welcomed him into 
the ‘family.’ 


HILLSIDE, N. Y. 
HILE THE immigration officials 
were trying to send me back to 
Greece, after my return from 
Korea, I got a letter from an 
18-year-old girl. 

“If you marry me,” she wrote, “you 
won't have to go back to Greece. You 
could stay in America as the husband of a 
citizen.” 

To me, that’s America — somebody's 
always extending a helping hand. Sure, 
this girl carried the idea further than most. 
But I’ve never seen such people for giving 
the other fellow a boost. 

That's why I decided to stay in America 
in the first place. I hadn't planned to be- 
come an American citizen when I jumped 
ship in Hoboken, N. J., in 1949. I just 
wanted to get away from a poor ship. 

When I couldn’t land another berth, | 
took a job as busboy in a Woodbridge, 
N. J., restaurant. There, | first learned 
about the helping hand. 

I decided I wanted to learn English. 
My friends in the kitchen—most of them 
immigrants themselves—laughed as I 
stumbled over the words. But the wait- 
resses didn’t. They spent every spare min- 
ute helping me with pronunciation and 
grammar. 

One of them told me about a class for 
immigrants. I was amazed. Americans 
were willing to help a young Greek boy 
for nothing! 


The class also taught me the duties of 


a citizen, so I registered for the draft. 
I was whisked away to Fort Dix, N. J., 
and then to Camp Edwards, Mass. 

At Camp Edwards, I explained to my 
commanding officer that I was in the coun- 
try illegally. He thought I could fix it up 
by applying for first citizenship papers. He 
was wrong. 

You see, the helping hand doesn’t al- 
ways give you a boost in the right direc- 
tion. But I appreciate the fact that he was 
trying to help me out. 

By the time the Immigration Service 
decided something was wrong with my 
first papers, I was in Korea, cooking for 
front-line troops. , 

The immigration officers asked that | 
be turned over to them immediately. But 
the helping hand—of my company com- 
mander—held them off. . 

He kept the order tied up in red tape. 
Not until I was due for discharge was | 
placed in Immigration Service custody. 


Everyone Helped 


ROM THEN ON, it was just a forest of 
KF helping hands: 

The captain who refused to lock 
me in the stockade. The troopship com- 
mander who gave me the run of the ship. 
An immigration officer who practically 
suggested I slip out the back door. Con- 
gressman Steven Derounian, (R., N. Y-) 
who introduced a bill to grant me citizen- 
ship. My attorney, Andrew Reiner, who 
fought to have the charge changed so | 
could qualify for citizenship as an alien 
veteran. The newspapers. Dozens and 
dozens of people everywhere—Americans 
I'd never even heard of. 

They taught me a lesson in American- 
ism I'll never forget. In America, every- 
one’s part of the family. If you have 
troubles, they have troubles. : 

That’s my adopted land to me. Thats 
the family I want to join, so I can hold 
out my hand to someone who needs a 
boost, and say: | 

“Can't I help you?” *

Here’s what folks say about the banker who ran away with 


OBODY IN CLIO (they call it “Klah-o”) on this 
N black Monday in March knew the score. All they 
knew was that 40-year-old Royall Reynolds, who 
owned the Merchants’ Exchange, Clio’s lone “bank,” 
had disappeared. So had all the funds and records. 

Rumors flew thick and fast. When the Exchange's 
cashier came down the street he was bombarded with 
questions: “Where's Royall...when is he coming 
back ... where's our money” 

The cashier waved questioners aside. “Don’t worry,” 
he said, ee will be paid off. Royall is taking 
care of it.” 

Depositors wandered aimlessly up and down Louis- 
ville Street, trying to winnow fact from gossip. They 
heard about a man who had pounded on the door of 
the Exchange after 3 p.m. on Saturday afternoon. 
Reynolds came to the door and told the man the bank 
was closed for the day. 

“Look, Royall,” said the man, “I've got $200 I 
don’t want to keep around the house over the week- 
end. Do me a favor. Put it in your vault.” 

Reynolds obligingly took the money. 

Earlier, another man carrying $2,000 walked up to 
the bank. His hand was on the door knob when he 
decided he'd have time to deposit his money at the 
county seat. He still has his $2,000 

And during the week, a farmer had deposited in 
Reynolds’ bank $3,000 he had borrowed from another 
source to finance his crops. 

There were endless stories like that. They made 
people wonder why they had been foolish enough to 
put money in a bank that was not only unchartered 
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but that had no insurance On its deposits. And, now 
that they thought of it, there had never been a single 
sign on the outside of the building itself—not even on 
the windows—to show it was a bank. 

Actually, Reynolds’ Merchants’ Exchange never 
had been a bank. He started it in 1937 simply as an 
exchange for the convenience of local merchants. It 
was a place where they could cash small checks and 
get enough change to carry on the day's business. 

But people got into the habit of leaving their extra 
money on deposit. After all, everybody knew Royall 
Reynolds. He was a former mayor, steward of the 
Methodist Church and chairman of its finance com- 
mittee. You could trust him. 

At first, deposits actually had been insured. But as 
time went on the insurance lapsed and nobody both- 
ered to renew it. It was all as casual as that. 


Safe Blown Up 


HERE 1s A bizarre story that some years ago a 

safe in the office of one of Reynold’s friends was 

blown up. In that safe was the last insurance bond 
Reynolds held on the deposits in his Exchange. The 
mystery of the blast was never solved. 

Reynolds’ defection brought Clio face to face with 
ruin. But the strange part of the story is this: the key 
figure in the chain of events that temporarily blacked 
out Clio’s future is a man now dead. 

That man was Mark Reynolds, -Royall’s uncle, a 
wealthy. landowner. Royall was Mark's favorite 
nephew and, it is said, uncle and nephew at various 


times were involved in business ventures together. 

Some years ago, Mark Reynolds married a woman 
considerably younger than himself. They had a son, 
William, now 10. Two years ago, Mark died, leaving 
no will. Vela Mae Reynolds and son William inherited 
his fortune, estimated at $160,000. 

At the time this story takes place, $76,500 of that 
inheritance was in Royall’s Exchange. Vela Mae, his 
own aunt, was his biggest depositor. 

One day Mrs. Reynolds walked into the Exchange 
and told Royall she wanted her money—all of it. Plead- 
ing pressure of business, Royall asked her to delay 
withdrawal. She gave him three days. 

At that point Reynolds made a desperate plan. 
He told townspeople he had decided to close the Ex- 
change, explaining he had landed a job with an oil 
company in Mexico at $1,000 a month. 

Reynolds notified depositors he would transfer sands 
from Clio to a bank in Atlanta, where he had $81,800 
on deposit. He would send checks from Atlanta to 
each of his depositors to cover their funds. 

On the Sunday he left, Reynolds, his wife, Sue, and 
his cashier worked in the bank all day. His pastor, 
walking by, stopped and called out: “Well, Royall, 
I caught you working on Sunday.” 

“You sure did, Preacher,” said Royall. “Got to do 
it, though. Income tax time’s comin’ around.” ; 
About seven o'clock that evening, Reynolds took 
armfuls of boxes and books out of the bank and loaded 
them into his car. Townspeople stared curiously. =>

their money—and then came back to face the music 


tried to figure out what was going on at the bank. 

“Dan,” said Roberts, “what do you suppose Royall's 
up to? Where's he going with all that stuff?” 

“Search me,” said Easterling. “Anyway, it’s his 
bank and there’s nothing we can‘do about it.” 

The Chief got up and walked over to the drug 
store on the corner. The druggist, a major depositor 
in the Exchange, was standing in the doorway. 

“Where's Royall going with all that stuff, do you 
reckon?” Roberts asked him. 

“Don't know,” said the druggist. “Certainly looks 
furfhy to me. But I'm not going over there and ask 
him. It's his own business, I guess.” 

As the crowd watched, Reynolds locked the door of 
the bank and left. Later, he stopped at Mayor Easter- 
ling’s home, told the mayor he was leaving and said 
that he would mail the checks from Atlanta. His part- 
ing words to the mayor were: “You-all come!” 

But when Reynolds got to the bank in Atlanta the 
following Tuesday morning he found that Vela Mae 
Reynolds had put a garnishee on the $81,800 deposit. 
The game was up. Reynolds and his wife vanished. . 

Meanwhile, Clio was trying to learn to live without 
money.:Farmers couldn't finance their spring plant- 
ing. There was no money for school lunches. When 
people ran out of their handfuls of small change, 
grocers generously extended credit to keep their. cus- 
tomers from starving outright. | 

Then, 12 days later, Reynolds reappeared as sud- 
denty as he had left. He denied that he had done any- 
thing wrong and would say only: “The people of Clio 
will get their money—every penny of it. (Charged 


~ 


with embezzlement, Reynolds had been released when 
one of his best friends posted the necessary bond.) 

Over the weekend, townspeople sweated it out. On 
Sunday, the town seemed-more than usually quiet— 
but it was like stillness before a storm. Though the 
early spring sun was bright, a chilling wind took away 
much of its warmth..It was so quiet you could hear 
children in Sunday School at the First Baptist Church 
singing: “I am so glad that Jesus loves me.” 

Early Monday morning, three women lined up at 
the door of the Merchants’ Exchange. At Reynolds’ 
smart, ranch-style home on the edge of town the blinds 
were drawn. There was no word from the banker. 


Lightning Struck 


LL’ MORNING the town waited. Then, shortly after 


noon, the lightning struck.. 

Word came that Reynolds had called his 
bondsman, told him he couldn’t pay off. He asked 
to be taken to jail at the county seat. 7 

Ominous murmurs ran through the town: “. .. knew 
he'd never pay off . . . we'll get even for this . . . Royall 
has put one over on us”. . . Somebody threatened to 
dynamite Reynolds’ home. 

As they had done before, the townspeople gathered 
on Louisville Street and stared at each other in dis- 


‘ may. Nobody had a plan. Now they were really ruined. 


As one citizen put it: “Do you know how people felt 
that day? Like they were going to the biggest baseball 
game of the season and knew that the home team was 
going to get beat.” 
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But the fantastic story was still not at an end. Four 
days later, Royall Reynolds was back in Clio. He had 
collapsed in jail. Then, money was put up for another 
bond, and Reynolds was released with the embezzle- 
ment charges still pending. How he would meet those 
remained to be seen. 

The following Sunday, he and his wife went to 
church and greeted friends as though nothing had hap- 
pened. The sermon topic was “The Prodigal Son.” 

At a town meeting, authorities gave an accounting: 
Royall Reynolds was to declare bankruptcy, put his 
home and all his personal effects up for auction. Other 
members of the Reynolds family offered their funds. 
There would be enough to pay off the larger part of the 
$164,000 deposited in the Merchants’ Exchange by 
some 200 citizens of Clio—in fact, about 85 cents on 
the dollar. 

The people of Clio—the butcher, the baker, the 
teacher, the preacher and the town fathers—sat back 
and. took a deep breath. So it was over at last. 

They had looked ruin in the face for more than 
two nightmarish weeks. The man they trusted had 
betrayed them. Then, by some crazy miracle, he had 
come forward to give them a new lease on life. 

What Royall had done, for whatever reason—greed, 
desperation, rash speculation or just plain foolishness 
—had put Clio in the headlines. Maybe, folks said, the 
publicity would give the town a shot in the arm—it 
might even bring in an industry. |

That 15 cents’ worth 
of meter time has grown into 27 years. 
The onetime troupers have made prob- 
ably several million dollars, settled 
down as solid citizens of Beverly Hills, 
Calif., reared two children and, since 
1950, become almost as great a national 
TV fixture as they were earlier in vaude- 
ville, radio and motion pictures. . 

But nothing has changed the basic 
character of their act—nor of George 
and Gracie. You see that the minute 
they step away from the cameras that 
film their weekly CBS video show. 

Gracie, the wacky chatterbox whose 
puns and non sequiturs have bemused 
audiences for a generation, turns into a 
quiet, mature woman of dignity and 
charm. George, the “straight man,” 
whose frustrations echo those of mil- 
lions of husbands, becomes a knowing 
comedian. with a director's sharp eye 
and a businessman's head for figures. 


These are their real-life roles, and 


each is happy in his part. 

It is George who, with four writers, 
carefully chisels the words Gracie diz- 
zily delivers. Seven mornings a week, 
he goes to his office at Hollywood's 


General Service Studios. There, each 
week's show is hewn out and polished. 
. Professionally, George and Gracie 
don't meet until the full rehearsal on 
Tuesdays. If Gracie has to be at the 
studio other times, they even lunch sep- 
arately. This keeps them “fresh.” 

Gracie spends most of her time with 
her sisters, Bessie and Hazel, playing 
cards with friends or occasionally hop- 
ping over to Nevada for a whirl at the 
Las Vegas gambling tables. She also 
goes on shopping sprees. 

She's no girl for outdoor sports, 
though; the sun’s too hard on her com- 
plexion. The Burns home has 13 rooms, 
a solemn butler named David, a swim- 
ming pool. 

“But in 17 years I've been in it just 
twice,” Gracie says. “The pool, I mean. 
So George thought up a joke: ‘Gracie, 
I hear your sister is having a lot of fun 


with her new swimming pool.’ Then I 
say, ‘Oh, but just wait till she gets water 
in it.” Imagine!” 

Evenings, the Burnses see plenty of 
each other. They enjoy radio and TV 
together, not to mention movies and the 
theater. And parties. It’s at parties that 
George's comic gifts really shine. 

“He doesn't put on funny hats or 
lampshades,” Gracie explains. “He just 
has a great wit, and everything he says

Mark Twain as he saw himself. 


NE OF THE gentle friends I miss is Everett 
Shinn, the noted American artist with 
the twinkling eyes and soft white hair 

who used to enthrall me with his tales of Mark 
Twain. 

Shortly before his passing, Mr. Shinn told 
me this story. At the turn of the century he 
was given the assignment of illustrating what 
was eventually accepted by the public as a 
photographic likeness of Clemens. 

Never having seen the author, Shinn pic- 
tured him as an angular six-footer and was 
crushed one summer’s day to meet his sub- 
ject on an Atlantic crossing only to discover 
that he was closer to being a five-footer.. . 

After they became cronies, Mark Twain 
said he thought it was silly for the artist to 
apologize for distorting his figure. “In fact,” 
he said, “it is a perfect likeness. Let me show

Then the famous humorist chuckled mis- 
chievously as he folded the illustration so that 
his shoes almost reached up and touched his 
neck. “And this,” he concluded, “is how small 
I must look to my wife whenever I do some- 
thing that displeases her. You see, Everett, I 
told you there is no need for you to apologize. 
This IS the Mark Twain everybody knows.”

Saleswoman and housewife, she’s typical of five million 


ROANOKE, Va. 
OR THE First 13 years of their marriage, 
Clarence. and Dorothy Deyerle scrimped 
and cut corners, but were barely able to 
make ends meet. 

Saving was out of the question. The 
everyday bills gobbled up all their income and 
scotched any ideas of buying “extras.” 

Then suddenly the Deyerles’ red brick Colonial 
home on Hawthorne Road here blossomed out with 
new double-decker beds for their two daughters, 
a chest, a dresser and new bedspreads. 

They began talking in terms of a TV set, a new 
dining room table, dancing lessons for the girls, 
maybe even a car. Did the Deyerles find the pot ot 
gold at the end of the rainbow? 

No. Like many other American mothers, Mrs. 
Deyerle took a job. Selling storm windows for the 
Rusco Window Co., she brings home about $200 
a month. 

But she’s still a mother first. and saleswoman sec- 
ond. She arranges her sales jobs so they don’t inter- 
tere with household and family duties. 

Mrs. Deyerle is typical of more and more Amer- 
ican mothers who are going back to work to help 
their families live more comfortably. 

Department of Labor figures show that more

than 5,000,000 mothers hold jobs. The number has 
climbed steadily since the war ended, when 3,490,- 
OOO were employed. 

Roughly 37 per cent of them hold part-time jobs 
like Mrs. Deyerle. 

(What sends mothers back to work? The De- 
partment of Labor lists these reasons: inflation, the 
monotony of housework and desire for a change, 
more time on their hands or, as in Mrs..Deyerle’s 
cause, a desire for a ftéw “extras.” ) 

As a saleswoman, Mrs. Deyerle works about 25 
hours a week—during the day when her three chil- 
dren are in school, a few hours in the evening, 
sometimes an hour or two on Saturday. 

Even at that, being a working mother is a strug- 
gle. The three children—Linda Lee, 11; Billy, 10; 
and Carolyn, 8~help a lot. They set the table, wash 
dishes and pack their own lunches for school. 

Betore Mrs. Deyerle took the job, the family held 
a conference and voted on the idea. She sold Linda 
and Billy with talk of dancing lessons and a TV set. 
But Carolyn voted, “No.” + 


“You won't be around when I come home from 
school,” she said. 

Although the other two won the vote, Mrs. Dey-. 
erle has made a special point of being home by 3:30 
to welcome the children. If she’s delayed, her mail 
carrier husband tries to get there in time. 

Carolyn has been won over to the idea now. 
Because the extra money is paying for her acrobatic 
lessons, she’s eager to help out. She does lots of 
household chores. 

Linda isn’t so enthusiastic. “I guess it’s all right,” 
she says. “But I think maybe Mother has too much 


to do—it's hard on her. | wouldn't ask her to stop 


work, but I think I'd like it if she did.” 


How it All Started. 


HE REALLY “DRIF TED” into the job. She had been 
selling home treezers—“sort of informally”— 


when the F. C. Russell Co., which manufac- 
lures storm windows, started a campaign for 2,000 
women as part-time sales personnel. — ‘ 
“We are going intd a period of home modern- 
ization,” the tirm’s president, Frank C. Russell, 


said, “and who knows more about the home than - 


the homemaker? We have found that some Of our 
best sales personnel are women.” 

The local Rusco manager, Randolph Grammer, 
remembered meeting Mrs. Deyerle at a home 
Ireezer show. He offered her a job with Rusco. 

“IT wasn't sure | wanted to work,” Mrs. Deyerle 
sys. “There was the big problem of the children 
and how they'd get along. | finally decided I'd give 
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‘ working? 


it a “good try’ tor a month—but if the children or 
the house suffered, Pd quit.” 

Like manyAmerican mothers going back to their 
jobs, Mrs. Deyerle was convinced by the idea of 
extra comforts for the family. 

“We weren't suffering or anything like that,” she 
says. “But we couldn't save and we couldn't get a 
lot of things. I didn’t go to work out of absolute 
necessity, but it's Sure helped a lot.” 

Its not an easy job for a woman. Mrs. Deyerle 
has no car, and there's a lot of door-to-door can- 
vassing. That means she has to lug around a 22- 
pound storm door. 

Sometimes, her father-in-law, Clarence Deyerie, 
Sr., drives her to appointments. On evening calls, 
her-supervisor sometimes goes with her. 


A Typical Day 


The rest of the time, she follows up “leads” 
from the office. 

“| have a fine time meeting so many nice people,” 
she says. “I expected a lot of doors to be slammed 
in my face. But everybody has welcomed me.” 

A typical day with Mrs. Deyerle goes something 
like this: 

She and her husband get up about 5:30 a.m. The 
children are up by 7, make their own beds. A 
neighbor drives them to school, a mile away. 

Mrs. Deyerle does “a fast job” of straightening 
up, then begins calling on prospects about 9 a.m. 

By 3:30, she’s back home again. Then there's 
supper to prepare, and, after the children wash the 
dishes, she makes a few. more calls. (Most pros- 
pects won't sign until evening, when the man of 
the house is at home.) 

Mrs. Deyerle tries to be back home by 8 p.m., 
to tuck the children in bed. Then she crams in a 
few more hours of housework. 

A schedule like that leaves little time for relaxa- 
tion. She keeps Thursday evenings free, and she 
and her husband go dancing at a nearby dancing 
school. : 


BOUT HALF of her job is straight door-knocking. 


“J rush more than I used to,” she says, “I do my | 


housework faster. I don’t have time to sit down 
and take it easy.”

More CANCER Cases 


Could Be Cured 


Today, 41,000 people needlessly are dying from 6 types of cancer 


NEW YORK. 

pocToR here told a friend not long ago: 
“I have three kinds of patients— 
those afraid to have a cancer ex- 
amination, those who say it’s too 


expensive and those who insist on getting one. 


“Despite what the patient may think about 
my motives,” said the doctor, “I have an 
obligation to ‘sell’ him on getting a cancer 
checkup.” 

Why? A statement* by Dr. “Charles S. 
Cameron, medical and scientific director of 
the American Cancer Society, provides a 
dramatic answer to the question. 


* In the New York State Journal of Medicine. 


About 76,400 people die per year of six 
common types of cancer. About 41,000 of 
these lives could be saved. 

How? If people got regular checkups—or 
went to their doctors when the first symptoms 
of cancer appeared—and if they got properly 
diagnosed. Put those “ifs” together and they 
would spell about 41,000 fewer cancer deaths 
in the U.S. | 

Says Dr. Cameron: about 30 per cent of all 
uterine cancer cases are now being cured 
(see chart, right). But about 70 per cent could 
be cured, by earlier examination, proper diag- 
nosis and treatment.

In other words, 16,000 women are dying 
now of cancer of the uterus, but 9,200 of 
them could have been saved. 

Here are the figures for cancer of the lung: 
Now dying, 22,000; could have been saved, 
about 10,400. Cancer of the breast: 21,000 
dying; could have been saved, 10,700. 

There are similar striking figures for can- 
cers of the skin, mouth and rectum. In those 
types of cancer, about 17,400 people are 
dying now. Of that total, over 10,000 could 
have been saved. 

Dr. Brewster S. Miller, director of pro- 
fessional education of the American Cancer 
Society, sees the problem of early case finding 
this way: 

The general public and doctors have to 
become more aware of the benefits of early 
detection of cancer. And detection methods 
themselves have to improve. 

The big reason people refuse to get a can- 
cer examination is fear. For the most part, 
they are afraid that the doctor will find can- 
cer or some other illness. In addition, people 
stay away from their doctors because they're 
afraid of what a serious illness will cost them. 

Curiously, some people say they haven't 
been examined for cancer because they do not 
have a family doctor. 

These.then, are major reasons people don’t 
get necessary checkups. While public apathy 
is one cause of those 41,000 > unnecessary 
deaths, it isn’t the only cause. 

Some doctors do not use the cancer diag- 
nostic methods they have on their own 
“shelves” to search out the disease in its early 
Stages. 

In other words, there are doctors who 
themselves are still not sufficiently “cancer- 
canscious.” 

Those doctors have to be “sold” on using 
the simple detection methods available to 
them. The ACS, medical schools, medical 
societies and government health agencies are 
working hard to do this “selling job.” But it 
is sometimes a slow, tedious process. 

In the overall cancer death picture, there 
is still another factor: the nature of the 
disease itself. 

Cancer is comparatively easy to detect in 
the lung, uterus, mouth, rectum, skin and 
breast. But it is tough to find in the brain, 
stomach, bladder and kidney. 

However, medical science is gradually 
overcoming its “cancer finding problem.” 
There have been no miracles, but progress 
can be reported. For instance: | 

There is no single test to detect cancer in 
all parts of the body now, but researchers are 
getting closer to a “universal diagnostic test.” 

Doctors in Boston have achieved some 
success with a urine test to detect cancer. 
However, the test apparently finds not only 
cancer, but other diseases as well. There is 
some evidence that it might even detect preg- 
nancy. 


This test is still experimental. It is not yet 


specific for.cancer. But many doctors are ex- 
cited about its possibilities. 

In Philadelphia, doctors are working to 
perfect new X-ray techniques that would be 
used to detect chest cancers. ) 

So far, they have had some success in tak- 


ing X-ray pictures, heretofore impossible,

which show if cancer is present behind the 
heart shadow. 

Again, this work is still experimental. But 
it holds real hope for the future. 

In addition, doctors are working on a tech- 
nique which will greatly improve treatment 
results in cancer of the cervix. With this 
method, doctors will be able to predict 
whether the patient will respond better to 
X-ray or to surgical treatment. 

Says Dr. Miller: “In the next five years, we 
are going to see much better results in treat- 
ment of cancer of the cervix.” o

They said Lee Wallard would never drive a racing car again—but he’s doing it

HERE'S A BARTENDER In a restaurant near 

here who mixes drinks one-handed—be- 

cause he never stops squeezing a rubber 
ball in the other. 

Some sort of a trick? No. The steady 
clench-relax rhythm is part of a rigid training sched- 
ule that may result in one of the greatest comebacks 
in sports history. 

The bartender is Lee Wallard, the auto-racing 
driver who won the famous 500-mile Memorial

day. he'll be back in Indianapolis for this year's 
qualifying heats, aiming for a second victory. 


Between those two trips to Indianapolis lay 
agonizing months when Wallard thought he might 
never sit in a racing car again. 


He Was Burned 


H* DOCTORS once gave him up for dead. Then 


they changed their minds, said he'd live but 


never walk. But only for a little while did 
Wallard give up hope. Four days after his two-mile- 
a-minute Speedway victory, he wanted to die... 

It happened in Reading, Pa. His car was purr- 
ing smoothly. when suddenly, on the last lap, the 
engine burst into flames. Wallard had a chance to 


leap to safety, but he didn’t take it. Instead, he 
stayed with the flaming car until it had spun past 
the grandstand. 

Fifty-three per cent of his body was burned. 
Wallard asked to be flown to Albany “so I can die 
near home.” 

But 37 skin grafts later, he made up his mind 
he'd go back to the Speedway, no matter what the 
doctors said. Now, at 43, an “old man” racing- 
wise, he’s ready to try it. 

How did he do it? More than a rubber ball 
was involved in his reconditioning program. 
It wasn't easy at first. Although Wallard walked 
out of the hospital, he could hardly use his arms

and legs. His arms were so stiff he couldn't touch 
his face with his hand. 

His wife, Esther, was his therapist. She'd bend 
his arms until he bit his lips in pain. “Ill never 
forget the first day he fed himself,” she says. 
“It was a real triumph.” 

When he could use his arms again, Wallard 
concentrated on his legs.. He took walks, making 
them longer each day. He struggled through 
push-ups each morning. He rigged up a gym- 
nasium, worked out with bars and weights. - 

All sorts of exercises were devised to sharpen 
the reflexes needed for a 500-mile grind. The 
rubber ball helped to strengthen his hands for 
long hours of gripping the wheel. 


‘It’s Like Boxing’ 


CTUALLY, MUCH OF Wallard’s program was 
A just a stepped-up version of his yearly 
conditioning program for the big race. 
He'd always kept in shape. “It's like box- 
ing,” he says. “But a boxer’s only in the ring an 
hour. The race lasts four hours and you've got 
to be at your best the whole time.” 
One day in 1952, Wallard went to Indian- 


car which Wallard drove to victory in 1951, 
offered him the car for this year’s Speedway, 
Wallard jumped at it. 

His wife and the little Wallards—Tami, 10, 
and Leigh, 6—aren't so happy. “We had a little 
to-do about it,” Mrs. Wallard says.

Have you ever wished your dog could 
talk? Or wondered what he was trying to 
“say” when he looked pleadingly at you?

She has 
written a book* on how to understand 
a dog’s mind. Here, exclusively for 
PARADE, she tells how to interpret what 
a dog “tells” you. 


E THINK.of a dog as a “dumb 
_{ animal” because he has no lan- 
- guage of spoken words, but the 
truth is, he speaks clearly by 
motion and sound. 

A dog feels the same emotions known to 
us: confusion, self-consciousness, strain, 
fear and others. His actions tell us dis- 
tinctly which emotion he is experiencing. 
Once we interpret these actions, we know 
when to praise, when to encourage, when 
to punish or when to command. 


Story of ‘Tar’ 


E HAVE a means of communication 

with him as reliable as our tele- 

graph system, for a dog’s body ex-

For example, the story of “Tar” will 

illustrate how a dog expresses confusion. 
Repeated punishment 


failed to teach . 


“Tar” that his favorite -spot on the rug 
was not a relief station. His owner was 


convinced that the cocker knew he was : 


wrong and that his repeated misdemeanors 


were deliberate. Certainly, the dog seemed 
to show every evidence of guilt. 

His stub of tail was tightly pressed 
against his rear and the flaps of his long, 
silky ears lay on the floor from his lowered 
head. His trembling body, pressed into the 
wall around the corner of the couch, com- 
pleted his conviction: : : 

But what his owner failed to see in he 
anger was the pleading in Tar’s soft brown 
eyes. They looked full of unshed tears and 
said, in effect: “I do not understand. Why 
have I been punished?” 

Intentional disobedience would have 
given Tar’s eyes a “hooded look.” Their 
expression would have been cool and de- 
fiant. In either instance, his head and tail 
would droop but his crouch would be rigid. 
Were his mistake deliberate, he would 
brace his body as defiantly as his expres- 
ble and, at a touch, he would fold limply 
to the floor, his legs raised in abject sur- 
render to punishment which had no mean- 
ing for him.

name “Eric” was spoken repeatedly, the 
animal became increasingly restless. He 
began to yawn and find fleas where fleas 
had never been. He “licked his chops,” and 
swallowed loudly, turned and squirmed, 
each time edging further away. Finally, he 
hid his muzzle and eyes under a paw. 
When this failed to stem conversation 
about him, “Eric” slipped quietly into the 
next room and stayed there until talk 
turned to a new subject. Only then did he 
unobtrusively re-enter and curl behind his 
master’s chair. “Eric's” language was as 
loud and bold as a neon sign—but his 
master was too dumb to read it! 
“Bouncer,” a young English setter, was 
well-named. Alert and full of nervous 
energy, he appeared completely wild and 
uncontrollable. The first training and re- 
straint can quickly damage such a dog and 
turn him into a deadpan canine, lacking 
in personality. To avoid such devastation, 
one must recdgnize the signs of distress. 
“‘Bouncer’’ was leash-broken and 
brought into the house for the first time at 
nine months of age. Even bringing him 
from the kennel was a feaf. He acted like a 
hooked trout, leaping and whirling, lung- 
ing to break. free. His tongue protruded. 
His panting was labored and loud. His ex- 
pression was wildly frightened. 
“Bouncer” needed to be reassured by 
physical contact. His handler merely 
grasped the leash close to the collar for 
easy control and casually talked to the dog, 
meanwhile resting his hand firmly on the 
dog's neck and slowly scratching it. Grad- 
ually, he quieted under the man’s uncon- 
cern and lack of excitement. “Bouncer’s” 
ability to relax because of understanding 
influence was the first step in beginning 
trust between a dog and a man. 


Easy to Understand 


66 HECKERS' was the bane of every 

C postman. He barked hysterically at 

them. And if his enemy retreated, 

the dog soon learned to hide behind a 

hedge and sneak in from behind to nip an 
ankle or leg. 

The language of “Checkers” is easy to 
understand. There is little room for in- 
telligence in any dog consumed by fear; 
consequently, it is an easy matter to thwart 
any danger of attack simply by being pre- 
pared to turn toward the dog each time he 
tries an attack. No yells, kicks, or sticks 
are needed. | 

‘One postman tried a brave approach 
after proper instruction from a dog han- 
dier. “Checkers” now retreats to the back 
fence and remains there barking. What he 
dislikes is the mail bag. He fears any large 
object. But he won't try nipping any more. 

Some dogs, like “Spot,” should be con-. 
sidered insane for safety’s sake. Mostly, 
“Spot” was docile and lovable. Then with-
